The King’s Indisposition. 

THE unfortunate illness of His MAJesty, announced yesterday 
morning, necessarily caused keen disappointment to many of our 
people among the inhabitants in the neighbourhood of Spitalfields, 
the Market Extension of which the Kina was to have opened. 
It was a matter for disappointment and of course, also for sincere 
regret. Happily, as would appear from the news as we go to 
press, the KING’s indisposition is apparently not of a serious 
nature, and we join in the hope of all his subjects that in a few 
days he may be restored to bis usual good health, 


Military Services. 


THERE are many who will probably not agree with the entire 


view which “Mentor” adopts in his article in another column, 


concerning the Military Services which it is usual to hold during 
Chanucah week. But there are few who are likely to find them- 
selves in disagreement with his main thesis. There can be no 
doubt that, view it as we will and explain it as we may, the 
holding of these Military Services is an encouragement of military 
effort, and that the fact of their being held on Chanucah sets up 
the inevitable implication of the Festival being a call to warfare. 
From both these aspects it should be the duty of the 
Community to shield itself—from the aspect in which War is 
thus presented and the aspect in which Chanucah is thus placed. 
For the Festival is one which carries beautiful and inspiring 
reminiscences which can most properly be devoted, as our con- 
tributor points out, to stressing the lesson of faithfulness to 
Judaism and loyalty to our people. Moreover, these are days when the 
least encouragement of war should be avoided. For the danger of 
war must be ever with us, so long as that encouragement is 
fostered. And the consequences of war and modern conditions are 
bound to resultin the clattering down of Civilisation, to what extent 
no man can prognosticate, As “ MENTOR” rightly points out, the 
mission of the Jew is Peace, and it is anomalous to utilise services 
in our Synagogues which must tend to the encouragement of war- 
like vocations. He has called attention to this matter betimes, 
doubtless in the hope that even this year there may be less 


inclination than hitherto to devote Chanucah to the demonstratios 
of the sort ef “ patriotism” which associates itself so entirely 
with military endeavour. 


Dr. Weizmann. 


THE Zionist leader left America on Wednesday at the conclusion 
of a visit undertaken in the main in pursuit of the policy which has 
come to be known as that of the extended Jewish Agency. We 
have felt it our duty to criticise that policy and in respect to it Dr. 
WEIZMANN who is mainly responsible for it, unreservedly, some, 
perhaps, will say unmercifully. But we have taken the serious notice 
of it we have, because we are convinced for reasons that we have 
explained we hope thoroughly, that the policy is bound to lead, if 
carried into effect, to the gravest trouble in the Zionist Movement, 
which, as things are, means disaster for the Jewish Cause. There 
is no necessity for us to go over the ground already traversed. But 
the return of Dr. WeizMann to these shores impels us to another 
aspect of the controversy. Before referring to it, however, we 
should like to say a word about the Zionist leader himself. For 
some fifteen years now he has carried a burden, the responsi- 
bility and the onerousness of which even he has probably 
not fully appreciated. And although we do not hesitateto say that 
in more than one instance he has deplorably ignored in practice the 
principles of the Movement he leads, and has, to use his own 
expression, de-souled Zionism, his failings in this direction are, 
we are convinced, the result of terribly mistaken views, and 
not in any sense a weakaning of his desire faithfully to 
serve the Jewish people. Thus, in criticising Dr. WEIZMANN 
and his leadership, differentiation must in jastice be made 
between the man and his opinions. It is asked, and we have bad 
many communications to that effect, what else Dr. WEIZMANN could 
have done than endeavour, by the means he has adopted, to 
induce those Jews who hitherto have stood aloof from supporting 
Zionist work, to do so even though they were under the impression 
that they were contributing to efforts from which Zionism in the 
National Jewish sense would be absent. It is pointed out that the 
receipts into the exchequer of the Zionist Organisation are insaffi- 
cient tocarry on the work which the Movement has undertaken ina 
Palestine. About that there, perhaps, cannot be much question, 
But we doubt first, whether the best means has been taken for 
enlisting Nationalistsympathy in Zionist work, and secondly, whether 
the assistance now invoked by Dr. WEIZMANN, even if it be accorded, 
will be of any permanent or of much moral value to Zionist 
strivings. And in a Movement such as the one Dr. WkIZMANN 
leads, moral value counts heavily. It was the moral force of 
Nationalist doctrine and Nationalist faith that carried the Movement 
to the historic day eleven years ago, when Great Britain announced 
its determination to give to Zionism its support and its help; and 
we believe that the same moral strength is present to-day in even 
greater force than eleven years ago, but that i¢ has not been 
educated and conserved. Therein in our view is the gravamen 
of the fault of Dr. We!ZMANN’'S leadership. He has compromised 
with Zionist principles, and so has discouraged his best supporters 
and weakened the surest power upon which he and Zionism 
could depend. As a result, acting and re-acting, the British 
Government has not been true to its originai position. It has 
whittled down its promises until the administration in Pales- 
tine to-day is providing in effect, in spirit and even in letter, 
a mere ghost of the implications, if not the intentions, of the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. We doubt not that from the 
Government point of view there is a clear answer. During the last 
ten years, much as has been done in Palestine, and it has been 
much indeed, it has been accomplished by but acomparative handful 
of our people the world over. The rest of them have shown them- 
selves indifferent, while some among those have proved themselves 
hostile, to any endeavour to establish in anything like worthy form 
a National Home in Palestine for the Jewish People. And it is 
precisely the extent of the desire in Jewry to accomplish that end, 
which the Government has thought—and we are bound to say with 
some reason—the fitting gauge of its policy as Mandatory Power. 
In the result, during the last eleven years, we Jews have gained really 
nothing as a people in Palestine. We have colonised a certain 
number of Jews there and have added to the Jewish population of 
the country. But nationally,that has been of little more value— 
it has been more at all, only because the terrain is Palestine—than 
if the same operations had been conducted anywhere else. We shall 
be told that the Jewish National Fund has acquired large areas of 
land in Palestine. But the land has not thereby become the 
possession of the Jewish people, and until the Jewish people cam 
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possess as Jews a holding in the country, there can be no building 
up in the true sense of the word, of a Jewish National Home. We 
are unaware of the pledges under which Dr. WerzMANN is returning 
from America, and which he may have given with his usual extrava- 
gance in that direction to the non-Zionists and the anti-Zionists in 
in that country. But,nevertheless, we do sincerely urge upon him 
the necessity when he returns to this country of reviewing the 
whole situation of the Movement from the point of view of the 
Jewish people and that of Jewish Nationalism and not least of all 
from that of the British Government. Let him ask himself whether 
it were not better now to face the palpable facts of the situation fairly 
and squarely, and to shape his course accordingly, rather than to 
go on helter skelter in the pursuit of mere opportunist devices for 
carrying on a movement which to be of any value must aim at 
being of historic permanency. 


Manchester Torah, 


Tuts Institution, the main school of which is in Bent Street, 
Cheetham, and which bas a branch at Broughton, is doing splendid 
work among the very poorest Jews in the great Lancashire city. 
Over 750 children are brought beneath its aegis; and in addition 
about a thousand children, boys and girls, are given instruction by it 
in the Municipal Pay Schools. “There are other activities carried 
on by this Talmud Torah. I6 trains teachers; it provides boots and 
clothing for the little ones who attend its Classes, and generally it 
fulfils a place of inestimable importance in the local Community. 
But here, as in so many other instances, those responsible are faced 
with the bugbear of inadequate fands, and the Institution is in need at 
the moment of at least £8,000 in order that it may proceed with 
its efforts. There is no necessity for us to stress the 
admirable mature or the value of this work. It means 
in a word all the difference between children growing up 
devoid of religious “instruction, ignorant of Jewish History, 
sent out into the world unequipped with the doctrines of our 
faith to fight the battle of life, and the sending forth into 


the world of children endowed with the means for growing up. 


good Jews and useful citizens. The alternatives are indubitable. 
There can be none who will hesitate about the choice of them, and 
the avpeal which this Talmud Torah is making ought to be well 
heeded, and the sum that it asks for readily provided. 
it is a mistake to regard such an appeal and such a necessity as a 
local matter of no concern to any save those who are living in the 
neighbourhood of this Talmud Torab, and the population which it

serves. To be sure, it should be a matter of their especial care; 
but Jews throughout the country, wherever they may be living, 
must recognise that they part passu should be interested in seeing 
that the labours of this Institution continue unabated and it is 


given the means for being, as necessary, further extended. 


Jews and Insurance. 


THIS question has been alluded to several times during recent 
months, both in our columns and in the course of discussions at the 
Deputies and elsewhere. But the trouble proceeds, and it is as 
difficult as ever to discover where precisely that trouble is. It is 
impossible to believe that Insurance Companies with Boards of 
Directors of men of eminence and responsibility, are possessed of 
anti-Jewish feeling, or that anything but business sentiment 
animafes them, when they differentiate against Jews. On the 
other hand, it is equally impossible to believe that Jews as a class 
are any less desirable clients for Insurance Companies than 
any other section of the: Community. Indeed, taking many 
facts into consideration, Jews should be a rather desirable 
clientcle. One of the latest instances of the attitude of 
Insurance Companies to Jews, was noted in yesterday's Jewish 
World, where a letter was quoted from the British Surety 
Insurance Company sent out by its Managing Director, in which 


he said that it was the decision of the Company to accept only — 


Gentiles for insurance “unless some yery good reason for the 
contrary is placed before us.’ He went on to say that unless there 
were exceptional recommendations, * our policies do not extend to 
cover Jews or foreigners.” He therefore asked that proposal forms, 
when completed, should contain the question “ whether the proposer 
is a Jew or otherwise.” Now this seems to us to be atrocious and, 
of course, ought to induce any Jew with an ounce of self-respect to 
give the Company a very wide berth, But, then, we see among the 
Directors of this Company there are such men as Lord AskwitH, Lord 
ERSKINE, Sir HENRY JERNINGHAM, Sir GERALD F. S. SHUCKBURGH, 
and we cannot believe that they desire, or would not feel it 
revolting, toinsult Jews, as Jews have been insulted in the lettex 


referred to. Surely the time has come when the Deputies might 
spare a little of the attention they devote to topics of comparative 
triviality, and which, in fact, travel far ‘beyond the ambit of their 
true activities, to enquire thoroughly into this matter and to 
report to the Community what such Companies as the one referred 
to have to say in excuse, or rather in defence, of what looks like 
reprehensible conduct.

THE. COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


As it Should Be. 


By Mentor. 


RITING in this column a liftle more than a year ago, 
I put it to my readers that we Jews not only 


miss a great opportunity in the direction of good 

citizenship by the manner in which, in so many 
instances, Chanucah is observed, but that we miss also much of the 
Jewish value that can be derived from the celebration. There is no 
reason for, as I pointed out, and there is grave objection to, Chanuca/ 
being used for the apotheosis of Militarism. I see that again this 
year one of our foremost Ministers, who acts as Chaplain to the 
Forces, is arranging for a Military Service during Chanucah- week. 
It is to my mind a reprehensible and decadent practice. Look at it 
how we may, if is an encouragement of Militarism, an encourage- 
ment of War, an encouragement of men killing’ men, an encourage- 
ment of all the beastly filth involved in war, an encouragement 
for men to fly in the face of every true conception of God 
and every proper idea of the Creator of mankind. How a 
Jewish Minister can bring himself to see it his duty, even 
Chaplain though he be, to hold this Service, I fail to under- 
stand. His office is the valuable one of advising and helping 
Jews who are soldiers in any matter affecting them and 
especially their observance of their religion. He is in the 
same position as a visitor to any institutions where there are 
any considerable number of Jews. But we do not hear of the 
good and kindly visitors to Colney Hatch or other lunatic asylums 
holding special Chanucah Services at their Synagogues and march- 
ing with the inmates to take part in them. There are visitors 
to our Hospitals. It would surely be more consistent to hold 
services at which convalescents could attend. But we have no such 
gatherings. We have services for the soldiers in deference to the 
altogether mistaken and vain notion that we Jews are thereby 
showing our patriotism to the country, that thereby we are showing 
ourselves to be “ Englishmen.” Perhaps these Services are traceable 
to some extent also to the idea that it is a good thing to 
let the Goyin understand that Jews can be as brave as non-Jews 
and can undertake vocations of danger. That sort of thing, 
however, is to-day altogether outworn. The war showed that Jews 
when face to face with the problem, “My life or yours,’ could 
struggle as desperately for their lives as non-Jews. If it is a 
question of moral or physical courage or endurance, although 
there are Jews by the hundreds who showed that capacity in the 
War, the War was not needed to prove it. Our history writ large 
and deep in blood and tears, in sorrow and in agony, and the fact 
that we as a people are alive to tell the tale, is evidence to anyone 
who does not need the three eyes of a Plesiosaurus to see what 
we Jews have written upon the page of Time, 


If it is necessary and desirable that the men in the fighting 
forces of the country, who are Jews, should be gathered together in 
a Synagogue for service once a year—a poor and halting acknow- 
ledgment of their being Jews—then why Chanucah! Is it not 
because we have twisted and demeaned and degraded the Chanucah 
story to fit in with the jingo notions which, thank God—and the 
War—have now gone so much out of fashion? There are some fifty 
other Sundays on which the soldiers could be assembled. And there 
would not attach to those days the implication cither that, in some 
way or another, they were being hailed as heroes because the brilliant 
rays of the Maccebean glory rested upon them merely because they 
were soldiers, sailors or airmen, or that we Jews had forgotten our 
true mission on earth. That mission is to bring Peace and Goodwill to 
mankind and we are not true to it when we muddle up a splendid 
incident in Jewish History with devotion to modern warfare, 
When I wrote before on this topic, I suggested that Chanucah 
week should be called and recognised as a Jewish Peace Week. 
I said that I thought it would be a good thing if our Preachers devoted 
their sermons in that week to the calls of Peace—to the necessity 
for supporting the League of Nations, to the bounden duty that 
rests upon all Jews to support every effort that is likely to 
banish from the economy of Mankind the wickedness and the 
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stupidity of Warin any shape or form. I donot know whether 
there are any of the Ministers sensible enough—and I use 
the word “sensiole” in its spititmal and not in its mental 
meaning—to have adopted my proposal. But I am rejoiced to 
think that at least in one corner of the Community—in Manchester— 
a turn a good deal for the better of Chanucah celebrating is 
being adopted. Some two or three thousand children are to be 
entertained there, and although there have usually been in the 
past during Chanucah week treats for children and so forth, this 
great meeting will tend to identify Chanucah in the minds of these 
little ones with life and not with death, with joy and not with 


sorrow, with the glory of Judaism and not with the shame of 
Militarism. 


It takes a long time for individuals to break themselves away 
from the habits of vears. It will take a long time for the Com- 
munity to cast off the degraded idea of Chanucah, which the 
military re-unions at our Synagogues have implanted init. But it 
will come. It will come, if each one of us rigidly sets his face 
against these military displays adopted for divine service. Let us 
realise how necessary this is; and we can do so if we realise the 
gross enormity of the manner in which, judging from this month's 
celebration, Armistice Day is coming to be observed, Not asaday of 
thanksgiving for the assuaging of a great national disaster, not as a 
day for remembrance of the evil in which the nations of the world 
plunged and contrition for the international sin of the Great 
War, not for bowing the head in penitence and in prayer to God that 
the peoples of the world may be strengthenéd, so that they may 
resist the passions, the prejudices, the suspicions and the distrust 
which lead to War. Scarcely anything of this; but a gaudy array of 
the pomp and circumstance of War. Such was the Servi ce at the 
Cenotaph, with Religion—religions really, and among them I blush 
to say the Jewish Religion was represented—giving its blessing to the 
idea of war. Still, there was what may be described as a ray froma 
better spirit. lLrefer to the Peace Meeting that was held a few yards 
further up the street in which the Cenotaph is placed. I do not 
recollect that the Chief Rabbi, or any other of our representa- 
tive Ministers, took part in that demonstration. Why not? Is the 
place of the Jew amid the panoply of war, speaking nevertheless 
peace with his lips? Is it not rather in every striving however 
humble so that war shall be banished from the face of the earth 
and that the ideals of the Prophets and Teachers in Israel shall be 
realised’ Ah! it is difficult for religion when ensconced in 
institutionalism to be consistent, to be true to ‘itself; and all I will 
say further on that point at the moment is that Judaism, when it 
runs into institutionalism, invariably takes a very wrong turning. 
I hope most sincerely that, Chenucah by Chanucah, the encourage- 
ment and the support of the Community will grow less and less fcr 
the vulgar military displays in our Synagogues which debase and 
de-soul the true Chunucah idea—vulgar, because so out of place, 
so unfitting. I hope that year by year the lesson of Chanucah 
which is the lesson of Peace, the lesson of Freedom— the lesson 
which Jews need constantly, constantly to learn: that Judaism is 
their surest buckler and in assimilation is their surest re doing— 
will become the prevailing idea to be demonstrated during the 
Festival. Then. when Chanucah is observed as it should be, we 
Jews will perhaps be able to say that we are carrying along, any- 
way to some extent, the Mission of Israel about which some of us 
talk so much and in regard to which most of us do so little.

The Kellogg Pact.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Str,—Last summer you were good enough to publish a letter 
from me giving particulars of the British-American Women’s 
Crusade ( headqua ‘ters 55, Gower Street). Knowing the zeal of 
THE JeEWIsn Cirox.cLe in the cause of peace, lam venturing again 
to approach you on the subject. The Women's Crusade had hoped 
to find a happy release with the signing of the Kellogg Pact. This 
was deniedto it. For the Kellogg Pact is not yet ratified by the 
American Senate, nor bas it become part of European consciousness, 
In Switzerland where I[ was travelling of late, I found that the 
signing of the Pact by our Government was regarded largely as a 
farce. It was felt that Britain wanted to renounce war for other 
nations, but not for herself. Our reservations to the Pact are 
responsible for this attitude. 

The British Government has stated that “their freedom of action,” 
presumably to go to war, is not prejudiced with regard “to certain 
regions of which the welfare and integrity constitute a special and vital 
interest for our peace and safety'’! Our foreign critics ask with regard 
what other regions could we possibly want to go to war? They argue 
further that our continued military occupation of the territory of 4 
friendly and unarmed power is a proof of insincerity. 

Thus the Women's Crusade is remaining in being in order to make 
the Kellogg Pacta reality. Todo this we consider the foliowing steps 
are necessary : 

The withdrawal of Great Britain's reservations, which, at present, 
limit the Kellogg Pact. 

The signing by Great Britain of the General Act for the Pacific 
Settlement of Lnternational Disputes introduced at Geneva in September, 
which would supplement the Kellogg Pact. 

The evacuation of the Khineland, which would serve as a guarantee 
of our good faith with reference to the Kellogg Pact. 

The reduction and limitation of armaments which form a natural 
corollary to the hKellogg Pact. 

Speaking for myself, I feel that the last is the most important of our 
objectives. In the words of King John: 

How oft the sight of means to do ill deed 
Makes ill deeds done! 

Further, it has yet to be proved that disarmament means weakness. 
Is it not, at least, possible that in disarming Germany, the Allies have 
rendered her an immense service and have put her into a position of both 
moral and commercial superiority over her former victors ? 

Among the measures proposed by the Women’s Crusade in support 
of its programme, is a questionnaire which is to be submitted to all 
prospective candidates at the General Election. Naturally this will be 
independent of party. Indeed, our work must necessarily be divorced 
from party, for all three parties are pledged to peace, and all three parties, 
even from the narrowest party standpoint, are bound to lose by war. 
To discover the disastrous effect of war on party, one has only tocompare 
the number of Liberal members in the House to-day with the triumphant 
Government majority of August, 1914. Thus the Women’s Crusade is 
essentially non-party, or rather super-party. 

Again, the Women's Crusade is equally non-sectarian, or rather 
super-sectarian. For in this war against war, perhaps for the first time 
in history, all creeds are uniting—Jews and Roman Catholics, Established 
Church and Free Church, Quakers and Agnostics. We are all alike trying 
to give tothe Sixth Commandment a practical shape. We are all alike 
trying to win a Jerusalem which is Peace.

West End Hospital for Nervous Diseases. 
JUBILEE FESTIVAL DINNER, 


On Wednesday evening, at Grosvenor House, Park Lane, the Jubilee 
Festival Dinner of the West End Hospital for Nervous Diseases, Regent's 
Park, N.W., was held. Viscount LASCELLES, K.G., D.S.0., Chairman of 
the Committee of Management of the Hospital, presided. 

Sir. WILLIAM JOYNSON-HICKS, the Home Secretary, proposed the 
toast of the Hospital. He said that nothing had distinguished 
England more than the work of their people in the cause of 
hospitals. For centuries past they had led the way in the whole of 
Europe, he might almost say in the whole of the world, in provision 
for the sick poor. 

THE CHIEF KABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in seconding the toast, 
saidthat Jews had been a favourite theme for medical experts in nervous 
diseases. One class of experts said that Jews were twice as liable to 
nervous diseases as the rest of the population. Others said that Jews 
were twice as immune, while another class of experts said that taking 
class for class in the different social sections, there was no difference 
between Jews and non-Jews. (Laughter.) Be that as it may, he wished to 
record his gratitude to the Hospital for the great and inestimable 
services and the help it rendered to the Jewish poor. He waa 
informed that 25 per cent. of the patients were Jews, and he was sure 
that the Jewish community were duly grateful. 

Viscount LASCELLES announced that the result of the appeal at the 
dinner was £1,075; the result of the appeal since the dinner had been 
arranged was £5,209; and the response to the appeal altogether 
was £7,200.

The New Post of Education Officer. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday at 36, Hallam Street. Mr. Ernst Scuirr, the President, 
was in the chair. There were also present :—

The CHARMAN said that at the last meeting he had expressed a wish 
that the office of Jomt Treasurer should be filled. This was more necessary 
now, as their other Treasurer, Capt. Waley, had to undergo an operation, 
He would like to put before them the name of Mr. Harold Cohen, of Liverpool, 
who had not long been resident in London, but had taken a keen interest in 
Jewish education in Liverpool. ! 

Dr. E1rcHno.z seconded, and Mr. Cohen was elected. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the following resolutions :— 

(a) That Mr. L. G. Bowman be appointed the Executive Officer of the Board 
for a period of five years, commencing March 28, 1929. at a salary of 
£00 per annum. The duties of the office shall be that of Secretary and 
Education Officer. 

(6) That Miss Balaban be appointed full-time Clerk to the Board at a salary of 
£3 a week. 

(c) That the offices of the Board be moved to 20, Great St. Helen's, E.C.3, at 
the earliest opportunity. 

Mr. Scuirr said that if they combined the office of Secretary and Educa- 
tion Officer, it would mean that the secretarial work could be done in the 
morning and the afternoon could be devoted to looking after the schools, 
There would be a closer connection between the ofhice and the actual work in 
the Classes, and there would also be more frequent visitation of the Classes, 
He had been in consultation with some of the members of the Board, and 
they had come to the conclusion that it would be a great advantage if they 
could have Mr. Bowman's services for a period of five years. 

Dr. A. E1icnnoiz, C.B.E., in seconding the resolutions, said that they 
could not, in his mind, have lighted on a more suitable candidate for the post 
than Mr. Bowman. He carnestly hoped that the motion would receive 
favourable consideration by everybody in that room, In regard to the 
removal of the office. while the Jewish Religious Education Board would, 
of course, remcin a separate institution, the advantage of its office bemg in 
the same building as the War Memorial would be that teachers would be 
able more easily to consult the Director of Jewish Education. 

The Rev. E. Levine, M.A., asked how old Mr. Bowman was. He believed 
he was due to retire from the Headmastership of the Jews’ Free Schoo! next 
year. They were starting a new combined office, which he was to organise 
and create, and it seemed that they were selecting him immediately to the 
exclusion of every other possible candidate who might apply. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Bowman was sixty-two and a half years old, 
and he could remain at the Free School for another two and a half years. 
But he had the option to retire at the age of sixty if he so desired. They 
were satisfied that Mr. Bowman was absolutely well and strong enough to 
do the work, 

Vacancy to be Advertised. ' 

Mr. J. Prac, J.P., moved the following amendment to resolution (a) :— 
That the appointment of a Secretary and Education Officer be not 

proceeded with until the vacancy in this office has been advertised in the 

Jewish Press, and that a Special Committee be set up to interview candidates 

and to report to the Board on their qualifications. 

He said that it was not pleasant for an old public servant like himself to 
have to oppose a recommendation of an important organisation such as that, 
but the interests at stake were important. He did not think that a man of 
sixty-two should begin the work of an educational officer, going round organis- 
ing the Jewish instruction that is to take place in the Schools. Apparently 
they wanted to fill this post merely on the recommendation of the Chairman, 
He had no objection to Mr. Bowman being a candidate, but he ought to take 
his chance with the others. They all agreed that they should have an educa- 
tion officer, but a Committee should be set up, an advertisement should be 
inserted in the Press, and candidates interviewed, so that every man’ who 
considered himself qualified should have a chance of having his application 
for the post fairly considered. 

Mr. M. Hyams seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Herpert M. ApLER said that the Board's Classes were not like 
Synagogue Classes, which were managed locally. They knew by experience 
that they could not leave the management of the Board Classes entirely in 
the hands of a Superintendent. They must have some overhead authority 
like an Education Officer, who could visit the Classes frequently. Whoever 
the Board selected, he must be a strong man, a man of knowledge, and one 
whom the Superintendent could look up to. 

The CHATRMAN said that if they advertised in the Press to-morrow, they 
would not get a better list of people or a better choice of names than those 
they had before them. It had been mentioned that they were springing this 
on the Community. All he could say was that the Community must have 
confidence in the Executive of the Board. In regard to their responsibility 
to the United Synagogue, he had consulted with Sir Robert Waley Cohen 
and others (whom they would very likely appoint on this Special Committee), 
and they had agreed with what was now being proposed. 

The Rev. E. Levine said that it was strange that the Chairman should 


refer to candidates they had for this post. ‘The only thing that any candidate . 


could have had in mind was the post of Secretary. The question of the 
appointment of an Education Officer had never been discussed there. 

The discussion was continued by the Revs. M. Adler and V. G. Simmons. 
On a vote being taken, the amendment was passed, twelve voting for it and 
four against, and carried as a substantive motion.

The Chairman appealed to the members of the Council, and 
especially the younger members, to do their utmost to obtain new 
subscribers. 

Mk. ERNEST Lesser said that what the College needed most at 
present was donations for its maintenance and for its building fund. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed the hope that the scheme for the establish- 
ment of a hostel for the students would be carried through. For that 
purpose between £400 — £500 would be required annually. 

The draft reports in connection with the Superannuation Fund Scheme 
for Salaried Officials and the Widows’ and Children’s Pensions Fund 
Scheme were submitted by the Chairman. The reports were discussed 
in detail by the Council, and a number of amendments were made.

Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 
REDUCED CONTRIBUTIONS AND GRANTS. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes was held on Thorsday in last week at the offices of the 
United Synagogue, St. James's Place. Dr. A. Ercnnorz, C.B.E., presided, 

The CHAIRMAN extended a welcome to two new delegates, the Rey. I. 
Ostroff, of the South-West London Sy nagogue, and the Rev. L. Rabbinowitz, 
M.A., of the South Hackney Sx nagogue. 

Mr. F. D. Besxsamisx, the Treasurer, made a statement in regard to the 
allocation of grants for the next half-year. He said that, in recommending 
these grants, the Honorary Officers had borne in mind the fact that the 
Union received applications for a far larger amount of money than it had 
for disposal. In some cases they recommended a smailer grant than was given 
on previous occasions. In most of the cases where a smaller grant was 
recommended the Honorary Officers had noti fied in advance. the representa- 
tives of the Classes, in order that they should be forewarned. Whether it 
would be possible to allocate the same amount next year depended upon 
the amount received from the voluntary contributions of the members of the 
United Synagogue.

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Some “ Liberal” Fallacies. 


From Rabbi Or. SALIS DAICHES, A.M., Ph.D. 
To the Editor of Tne Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—Instead of “M.L.P.” of the “Jewish Religious Union 
Bulletin,” coming forward to explain his attitude towards tradi- 
tional Judaism, and to demonstrate the “reality” of “ Liberal " 
Judaism, as invited to do, the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig endeavoured the 
other day to explain from the platform of a public meeting the need 
for “ Liberal" Judaism—by again enlarging on the “menace of 
sham Judaism.” In his recent speech in South London, as reported 
in your issue of November 9th, Mr. Perlzweig attempted to convince 
his audience of this “ menace.” It seems to me, however, that the 
only conviction his hearers could have carried away with them, and 
that the readers of the report of that address could have gained, is 
that Mr. Perlzweig has actually demonstrated the hollowness of 
“Liberal’’ Judaism, and has attacked the foundations of the 
“ Liberal " Synagogue. 


For what is it that Mr. Perlzweig in essence says? “A Jew is a Jew 
not only because of what he believes but also because of what he does 
and the way in which he lives.” To believe in the Sabbath and not to 
observe it is a“ sham.” To teach a child in the synagogue class the 
sanctity of the Law while the parent of the child transgresses the Law and 
habitually trangresses it is hypocrisy, and renders “coherent life” in the 
childimpossible. Again, “the man who belongs to an orthodox synagogue 
and does not observe the Sabbath or the dietary laws, or practise the 
whole of the laws, is a man who in his own life denies one of the great 
principles of Judaism, namely, that religion is not a thing merely for con- 
templation.” And to crown it all, Mr. Perlzweig maintains that the man 
who declares that “the law does not matter ” professes “ sham Judaism!” 

Now; let the reader apply these standards to the type of Judaism 
that Mr. Perlzweig advocates, and what will he find? He will find that 
this “ Liberal” Judaism is based on the very negation of what its exponent 
describes as the cardinal principles of Judaism—a negation which is 
carried out both in theory and in practice. The binding force of the Law 
bas been denied by the leaders of the “ Liberal” Jewish Synagogue and 
the founders of the “Jewish Religious Union” in innumerable utterances, 
and in actual practice a member of that Synagogue need not conform to 
any Jewish law or tradition, ceremony or observance. There is nothing he 
need do in order to entitie him to be called a“ Liberal Jew.” I dare say that 
an exception is made in the case of the Ten Commandments, and I 
assume that the children attending the Religion Classes of the “ Liberal " 
Synagogue are taught that the Sabbath day is to be kept holy. But do 
the members of the “Liberal” Synagogue really keep the Sabbath day 
holy? Do they all abstain from work and secular pursuits on that 
day? Did not the “Jewish Religious Union " some time ago arrange for 
services to be held on Saturday afternoons in order to attract those Jews 
who are unable to observe the Sabbath in the busy hours of the fore- 
noon’? Is there no sham in this ? 

“The ‘Liberal’ Jews do not only condemn sham Judaism,” Mr. 
Perlzweig informed-{his audience in South London, but “truly affirm their 
faith in a living Judaism.” Excellent words! But instead of going on 
to demonstrate how Judaism lives in the ‘‘ Liberal” Synagogue or in the 
homes or business places of its members, he turns away from the subject 
to something very vague and obscure, “something they (the ‘ Liberals’) 
had” which was “true to the essentials of Judaism, which was abreast 
with modern thought.” I wonder whatitis. The reportin your columns 
gives no indication as to the nature of this “something” that Mr. Periz- 
weig had in his mind. But I know that he believes in Jewish nationa! 
regeneration and considers i: a true Jewish ideal, an essential teaching 
of Judaism. Could he have meant this? If he did, then he surely did 
not speak for the “Liberal” Synagogue. Or could it be that he meant 
something that modern science or philosophyis able to prove or confirm ? 
Then why not initiate us into the secret? 

The task, however, that Mr, Perlzweig had set himself was not to 
prove the hollowness of “Liberal” Judaism, but to demonstrate that 
orthodox Judaism was a “sham” and as such “a growing menace.” 
While admitting that orthodoxy, if consistently practised, is the real 
thing, and expressing a high regard for “sincerely orthodox Jewish 
people,” he scoffs at those Jews who style themselves “orthodox ” and 
fail to observe the dietary laws, the Sabbath, and many other laws. 
How the attitude of such Jews turns orthodox Judaism into “sham 
Judaism ” it is difficult to see. All that Mr. Perlzweig could have said is 
that such Jews make use of a wrong label, and that they really ought 
to call themselves “Liberal.” But he does not say that. Perhaps he 
realises that if all Jews who fail to practise Judaism were styled 
“Liberal” instead of “Orthodox,” the hollowness and unreality of 
“Liberal " Judaism would be all the moreglaringly exposed. Or does Mr. 
Perlzweig believe that all that Jews need do in order to escape the danger 
that non-observance of the Jewish Law implies for the survival of 
Judaism is to effect that change of labels? Would this be the way to 
make Judaism real and genuine ’ 


“Judaism is not only a belief in God, but it takes: hold of that belief 
and weaves itso closely into the texture of man’s life that it influences 
the way he lives and determines the course of his ordinary daily life.” 
Thus Mr. Perlzweig! He evidently remembers “the rock from which he 
has been hewn.” Itis genuine Jewish teaching. Traditional Judaism 
is intended to have that effect of determining the Jew’s daily life and 
influencing his conduct. And in practice it has that effec!. The very 
admission that the Law is binding on the Community as a whole, even 
though many individual Jews are compelled to break it, has a salutary 
effect on the religious outlook and spiritual life of the Jew. But the 
moment a Jew steps out from the general Community and deliberately 
throws off the yoke of the Law as something obsolete and inapplicable to 
his own time and place, he Gestroys the very basis of Judaism, and 
becomes a force that works for the disintegration of the Jewish people. 


This is, indeed, a growing “ menace,” and it is the duty of all who have 
the interests of Judaism at heart to call the attention of the Community 
to the reality of this danger.

P.S.—The above was written before Mr. Perlzweig's letter appeared 
in your last week's issue. In this letter he repeats the ridiculous allega- 
tion that I have declared it unnecessary for Orthodox Jews to observe 
the Law. There is no need for me to refute it again, except by saying 
that in my opinion the Torah is binding on ali Jews, no matter by what 
adjective they may choose to describe themselves. As to my familiarity 
with the literature of “ Liberal” Judaism, I can confidentiy claim to have 
read at least as much of the writings of the “Liberal” exponents as 
some of these critics of Orthodoxy have read of our Rabbinic literature, 
Not to have known of a volume of sermons published in 1895 by Drs. 
Abrahams and Montefiore js surely no bar to an understanding of the 
teaching of “Liberal” Judaism. As Mr. Perlzweig has evidently read 
my “Aspects of Judaism,” he should know that the writings of Dr. 
Montefiore, Dr. Mattuck and Miss Montagu, as well as the “ Liberal 
Jewish Prayer-Book,” have been frequently referred to by me, and I can 
assure himthat I have studiedthem verycarefully. It ison the ground of 
these writings that | have come tothe conclusion that “ Liberal” Judaism 
has nothing positive, or definitely Jewish, to give to the Jewish people, and 
that it conld neither preserve historic Judaism nor replace it. I am 
glad to see that Mr. Perlzweig now maintains that he did notdescribe 
Orthodoxy as “sham Judaism,” but merely referred to “vicarious 
Orthodoxy.” Butdoes Mr. Perlzweig seriously maintain thata ‘‘pork-eating, 
Sabbath desecrating ” Warden or member of an Orthodox Synagogue is a 
greater anomaly anda greater menace to Judaism than, say, a rabbit- 
eating “Kabbi ” of a “ Liberal” Synagogue who rides, writes and smokes 
on Sabbath’ (In the United States such Liberal “ Rabbis” are quite 
common). Or does the Liberal Shulchan Arwuch forbid pork and permit 
rabbit’ If only the “Liberal” code were made known! Let the 
“Liberal " Jewish leaders state clearly what their Judaism implies or 
demands from its followers, and we shall bein a position to judge as to 
the loyalty of the “ Liberals " to the teachings and injunctious of their 
faith. Till then, they ought to be the last to attack Jews for their 
failure toconply with the requirements of Jewish Law. Thry surely 
ought to recognise the principle of NV SN

Hampstead Synagogue Classes. 
“Petrol cereus Pentateuch.” 


A distribution of prizes to the puptls of the Hampstead Synagogus 
Classes was held on Sunday in the classrooms, Kangdon Road. Mr. 3. 
Jarnet, Chairman of the Counctl of Jews’ College, presided, and Mrs. Japhet 
distributed the awards. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the children had the good fortune to be trained 
by an excellent staff of teachers, under the leadership of the Rev. A. A. Green, 
who knew how to awaken in one’s breast a desire for learning. It would be 
of practical value to the children if they would read the weekly portion of 
the Law. If they could not read it in Hebrew, then they should read it in 
English, and the knowledge gained would be a source of inspiration and 
stimulation. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, Supervisor of the Classes, read the report :— 

Tie Classes re-opened this autamn with less pupils then a 

ponding period of 1927, To this there are three contnbutory causes: Tho 
number of chidren who have left to go te residential schools ; the increasing 
resort to private tuition; ; nd the growth of other religion and Hebrew Claases 
in the district. Mr. Herbert Adler, Director of Jewish Education, inspected 
the Classes with his usual painstaking care, and while the Committee are 
pleased to note his general appooval, they are still more pleased to put into 
effect his suggestion in regard to the work. They are indebted to him for 
having re-modelied the syilebus to allow tor the retirement of two of the 
teachers. Appreciation is expressed for Miss Levy's work erd gratitude to 
Mrs. Michelson for the loyal service she hed rendered for so many years, 
The Hebrew work in the lower classes grows more end more sound, and is 
now beginning to react to the re-modelling of the work originally suggested 
by the Director of Jewish Education. The addresses to the cssembied pupila, 
first to the seniors, from 10 a.m. to 10.30 a.m, and then to the juniors, from 10.30 
to ll, enable Mr. Green to cover a wide ground of Bible explanation, exposition 
of Jewish observances and general matters that belong to the development of 
the Jewish consciousness. 
has been, but absences are all too frequent, and children remain away for 
reesons and on pretexts that neither they nor their parents would dream of 
offering in the case of an ordinary day school. Ta- Committee is indebted 
to the stail for their efficient co-operation, to the President for his kind help 
and encouragement, and especially to the Honorary Secretary for his ability 
and earnestness. which make him invaluable to the Classes. 

Mr. 8. Moses, M.A. proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, 
and referred to Mr. Japhet’s work for Jews’ College. Since Mr. Japhet had 
been Chairman of the Council of the College the whole atmosphere had 
changed because of the energy, zeal and influence he had displayed. The 
institution had, after being regarded for many years as the Cinderella of the 
Community, at last received the respected position which it deserved to hold. 

Mr. A. J. Jacoss seconded the vote. 

The Rey. A. A. Green, in replying for the staff, also paid a tribute to 
Mr. Japhet’s work on behalf of the College, and praised the work of Mr. M. 
Alex Myer, to whom Mr. Green extended a hearty welcome. Mr. 
Mver had been Chairman of the Classes Committee and was actually 
the founder of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. There were 
two or three difficulties, said Mr. Green, with which they had to contend 
in their Classes. The first was the weather. If it was wet, parents did not 
send their children to the Classes ; and if it was fine, parents took their children 
to the country. There were so many patents of children that had motor-cars 
that it was now a question of Petrol vexsus Pentateuch. (Laughter.) He 
hoped that parents would treat the religious education of their children 
more seriously.

Sir Philip Sassoon, the Under-Secretary of State for Air, arrived 
back in England last week, after having completed one of the longest and 
most trying flights yet undertaken by a Minister of the Crown. In his 
aerial journey to India and back, he flew some 17,000 miles. Ose of the 
main objects of the flight was to test one of the latest types of flying boats 
under different climatic conditions. Sir Philip takes his position at 
the Air Ministry most seriously, and lets nothing stand in the way of 
carrying out his (important duties, even if those duties necessitate very 
hard work which is at times exceedingly hazardous. 


Isidore de Lara has just written his reminiscences under the title 
of “‘ Many Tales of many Cities.” He is not now much in the public 
eye, but in the late Victorian era, Isidore de Lara was one of the most 
prominent figures in the musical world of London. He was a special 
favourite at drawing-room concerts, and no doubt his good looks 
and bis beautiful baritome voice had a great deal to do with his 
popularity. He was a composer of no mean order—possibly his best 
known work is his opera of “ Messalina.” At onetime his concerts drew all 
the celebrities ofthe stage—those giants of the Victorian era, among 
whom Isidore de Lara was an outstanding personality. 


Among his friends was the explorer, Stanley. Coming from a dinner 
party one night Stanley said: “Do you spend your life in singing this 
sentimental! stuff to society women’ ” 

De Lara replied: “1 have to live, and the money I make enables me 
to compose serious works I intend producing.” 

“It must be a rotten life,” said Stanley. “I can offer you a better 
one, Worthy ofa man. Come with me on my next expedition. If you 
will bring a barrel organ and sing to the savages you will mesmerise 
them and be worth more to me than a hundred guns! ” 

Had he suggested a guitar, De Lara said, he m’ght have gone with 
him, but he objected to the barre) organ. 


The Countess of Birkenhead is the Chairman of the Appeal Com- 
mittee which is arranging “The Pageant of Hyde Park” and “ The Cries 
of London” in aid of the funds of the General Lying-In Hospital, York 
Road, Lambeth, on Thursday, December 6th. Mr. Leon M. Lion has 
kindly lent Wyndham’s Theatre for the occasion. Lady Stern is one of 
the matinée patrons, Mrs. 5. B. Joel is.on the Matinée Committee and 
Miss Enid Raphael will be among those who are taking part in 
the Pageant. The General Lying-In Hospital has provided treatment for 
women and babies in one of the most congested areas of London for a 
century and a half, and Lady Birkenhead is very anxious to raise £2,000 
towards the necessary re-building of the Nurses’ Home and Ont-Patients’ 
Department, before Christmas. A number of Jewish women receive 
treatment at the hospital, and I believe the Jewish Visiting Minister is 
the Rev. M. Rosenbaum, of the Borough Synagogue. 


By the bye, Lady EKieanor Smith, the Countess of Birkenhead’s clever 
daughter, ventures the opinion in her weekly causcrie that the modern 
equivalent of a duke is a man like Lord Melchett. The argument for this 
conclusion is that “after all, broadly speaking, thore is not a very con- 
siderable difference between Lord Melchett’s business and the town 
property business in which the Duke of Westminster is engaged.” 
Perhaps Lady Eleanor is right. 


A correspondent in last week’s JEWisH CHRONICLE gave expression 
to the gratitude of some fifty poor emigrants to South Africa for the 
kasher food supplied to them on the s.s. “Glengorm Castle” by the 
Union Castle Line. The writer added that this was the first time that 
special kasher food had been provided with the permission of the Chief 
Steward of the steamer. Although I can quite understand the feelings 
of the emigrants in showing their appreciation of the concession, the 
statement that this was the first time that Aasher food had been provided 
by the Union Castle Line is incorrect, as such an arrangement has been 
in existence on the * Castle ” boats for very many years.

EAST LONDON AID SOCIETY DINNER. 


The annual dinner of the East London Aid Society to the Home for 
Aged Jews was held on Sunday evening at the Portman Rooms, Baker 
Street. Over 400 guests were present. The function was presided over 
by Mr. S. Bonn. Tribute was paid to the late Mr. M. Vanleer, who had 
served the Society for many years as Hon. Secretary. Among those 
present were Mr. E. L. Franklio, J.P., President of the Home; Mr. Moss 
Harris and Mr. D. Van den Bergh, Vice-Presidents; Mr. J. Goldstein, 
President of the Society ; members of kindred aid societies and masonic 
lodges. During the year 1927 the Society organised a number of 
functions, as the result of which £1,847, was handed over to the parent 
institution. 

The loyal toasts, and that of the Society, was submitted by Mr. 
Bonn, who appealed to the guests to he!p the Society in its work for their 
aged co-religionists. Mr. Henry Harris, J.P., in supporting the toast, 
surveyed the history of the Home since its foundation.

Bonn had given twenty-five guineas for the Home 
of Rest. During an interval, Mr. Moss Deyong conducted an auction of 
gifts and life-governorships presented by friends of the Society. The 
auction realised nearly £500. Thanks were accorded to the Auctioneer 
and to Mr. Bonn for his excellent catering. It is anticipated that over 
£2,000 will be realised from the function. A dance followed.

Jewish Golden Age in Spain. 


INFLUENCE OF THE ARABS. 


The seventh of the course of lectures on “A Survey of Jewish History 
and Literature,” held under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society 
and in conjunction with the City Literary Institute, was delivered by 
Dr. Cecil Roth, on Tuesday, at the Institute, Goldsmith Street, Drury 
Lane. The lecture was on “ The Golden Age of Jewish History in Spain.” 
After dealing with the origin of the Jews in Spain, Dr. Roth said that 
from the year 589 a period of persecution set in for the Jews of Spain. In 
616 the practice of Judaism was absolutely prohibited. The Moslem 
invasion was epoch-making, so far as the Jews were concerned; fora 
period of perhaps three centurics, from about 300 to approximately 1,100, 
the whole of the Jewish world thought in Arabic. The Jews of Spain, 


more than the Jews of any place in the world, became thoroughly 
“arabised.” 


The centre of European culture, especially in the 10th and Lith 
centuries, was Moslem Spain. It was precisely in the period which their 
historians callcd the Dark Ages, that Arab culture was at its highest. 
The Jews of the Peninsula were very largely agriculturists and so they 
remained. But many of them also were merchants. Many were physi- 
cians and a very large number of them had a knowledge of several 
languages. This made the Jew very useful to the Moslems, first as an 
interpreter to a diplomatic mission, and finally as a diplomat himself. 

It must be borne in mind too, that of the two greatest Jewish lights 
in Spanish-Jewish history, Judah ha Levi was born under Christian rule 
and lived for the most part of his life under Christian rule, and that 
Moses Maimonides, though born under Moslem rule, had to flee for his 
life and settled outside Spain. The golden age of Moslem rule was, in 
fact, very nearly a myth. 

Dr. Roth said that the majority of synagogal poetry of to-day 
emanated perhaps from Spain and that a large number of the hymns 
recited in their service, specially in their festival service, were by 
Spanish-Jewish poets. The overthrow of Moslem power in Spain about 
1212, did away with the further necessity for conciliating Jews and a 
period of discomfort, followed by persecution, began. Thus, the first 
years of the thirteenth century, and especially this decisive battle, might 
be taken as marking the end of the golden age in Spain. 


The Bible in Muslim Religious Art. 


SCHWEICH LECTURES. 


The first of the series of three Schweich lectures on Biblical 
Archeology was given by Sir Thomas W. Arnold, Fellow of the Academy, 
on Monday, at the Rooms of the Academy, burlington Gardens, W. The 
subject of the lectures is “The Old and New Testaments in Muslim 
Religious Art.” 

Sir Fredrick Kenyon who presided, explained that the Schweich 
Fund was placed at the disposal of the Academy for the purpose of 
encouraging biblical study and archwology. The Fund was the first 
endowment which they had received.and it was also a very handsome 
one. That was the twenty-first of the series of Schweich lectures. 

In the course of his lecture, which was illustrated by lantern slides, 
Sir Thomas Arnold said that Islam had never had a religious art of its 
own as a natural outcome of its own religious sentiment or as a means of 
expressing its own religious aspirations. So persistent had been the 
hostility of the theologians of Islam towards all representational art, that 
some students of that Faith had declared that Islam had no representa- 
tional art whatsoever. But in spite of the judgments of certain authori- 
ties, the fact, he said, remained that there had certainly been a great 
deal of religious art in the Islamic world and the growth of it could be 
traced from the 13th century. The examples which he gave on the screen 
were evidence, said Sir Thomas, of Christian infiuence on this religious 
art of the Mohammedan world. 

Sir Thomas W. Arnold delivered the second Schweich lecture on 
Wednesday evening. In the course of his lecture, which was illustrated 
by lantern slides, Sir Thomas said it was important to recognise what 
place these pictures filled in the religious life of the Muslim world. No 
pictures could be painted for a Mosque or any building in which devotional 
exercise was held. The Muslim painter cousequently pursued his 
craft with the consciousness of the disapproval of his efforts on the part 
of devout persons. He could never feel that pious persons would kneel 
and pray before his picture. Least of all, could he himself kneel before 
his work as a service well pleasing to God. The slides showed a number 
of illustrations of the Old Testament. 


Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 
STARVING JEWS IN BESSARABIA. 


Ata meeting of the Executive Committee of the Federation, with 
Dr. D. Jochelman in the chair, Dr. H. Torkanowsky, Director of the 
Eastern Commercial Bank in Kishineff, reported on the present position 
of the Jews in Bessarabia. Not only the five or six thousand Jewish 
families directly connected with the tilling of the soil, but the whole of 
the Jewish community, comprising artisans, shopkeepers and merchants, 
he said, had fallen into the direst poverty. It was impossible for 
Bessarabian Jewry to support their usual charitable organisations with- 
out outside assistance. There were already districts, concluded the 
speaker, where people were starving, and where epidemics were rife. 
The Executive Committee of the Federation has resolved that assistance 
be given to the famine sufferers in Bessarabia. It was decided that 
donations to the Federation for this purpose can be specially earmarked, 
and should be sent to the offices of the Federation, 33, Soho Square, W.1.

THE HUMANE KILLER. 


There is just now an intensive campaign on foot for the purpose of 
obtaining legislation for compelling the use of the “Humane” Killer. I 
have had more than one opportunity for witnessing this instrument in 
action and I am left in no doubt—my view being confirmed by many non- 
Jewish slaughterers with whom I have spoken—that it is likely in the 
hands of any but the very expert, to prove to be an instrument of cruelty 
to the animals, and often one of danger to those who useit. This is 

‘purely a grave objection to_its employment, altogether apart from the 
question of Xashrut or the Jewish point of view. And I would suggest 
that in view of the agitation to which I refer, and so that the public shall 
not be deluded, Mr. C. H. L. Emanuel, to whose good work in defending 
Shechita in the Press you pay a well-deserved tribute this week, should, 
wherever he is able to, explain to the public the undesirability of the 
Humane Killer. He would be doing double service—to the canse of 
humancness and to that of Shechita. For it is almost certain that if the 
campaign forthe Hamane Killer succeeds it will be extremely difficult 
to obtain special exemption for Jewish slaughtering.—M.D.A., Liverpool.

[tis of course possible to become a member of any constituent of 
the United Synagogue for a subscription considerably below the schedule 
price, but such membership does not carry with it the right to be 
nominated for or elected to any office, so that “young men of small 
means, etc.,” are still prevented from becoming “active members of the 
Synagogue,” and any apparent advantage accruing from this membership 
(apart from burial rights, etc., which hold no especial attraction for the 
average young map) is entirely vitiated. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note that the amount of subscription I am contributing to my 
Synagogue for this membership is more than the amount I am contri- 
buting, by means of Income Tax, towards the upkeep of the State, which 
nevertheless defines no limit to the extent of my activities.—Mr.

SUGGESTED LIVERPOOL JEWISH HOSPITAL. 


It is with some concern and a considerable amount of regret that I 
learn of the attempt which is being miade bya section of the Jewish 
Community in Liverpool to establish a Jewish hospital. As one who is 
officially associated with all the Liverpool city hospitals, I can state, 
without fear of contradiction, that the Jewish patients are invariably 
treated by the various hospital authorities with equal sympathy, kind- 
ness and consideration, and receive the same skill, care and attention as 
is devoted to the other patients. Furthermore, every respect and con- 
sideration is shown to the request of any patient of the Jewish faith in 
the wards of any of the hospitals referred to. 
serious financial strain which has for many years been felt by the general 
hospitals in Liverpool, the time is by no means opportune to introdace 
such a scheme as that now advanced, even were it desirable or necessary 
todoso. It will, I think, be generally admitted that the existing burden 
upon the Jewish Community is such that they cannot, with any degree 
of reasonableness, be expected to shoulder a further burden of such 
magnitude as would be incurred by embarking upon the proposed 
separate hospital scheme.—Mr. Councillor ALFRED M, URDING, 5, Park.

SCHUBERT'S SYNAGOGUE MUSIC. 


The celebration of the Centenary of Franz Schubert should not be 
without its note of Jewish interest.

It 
was published by Gotthard. No record of its performance in England 
can be called to mind, but in view of the welcome news of the holding of 
the second Jewish Chronicle Music Festival, it is to be hoped that an 
opportunity will be found for its revival, particularly having regard to the 


Centennial commemoration of a composer who thus showed his friendli- 
ness to Jewry.—B. B. B.

About Books. 


Jewish Culture. | 

“STUDENTS, SCHOLARS AND SAINTS,” by Professor Louis Giuzberg 
(Jewish Publication Society of America, Philadelphia) comprises a series 
of lectures, which, though delivered at long intervals and called forth by 
varied occasions, form a unified collection. They all have the same 
purpose, to give the reader some insight into the cultural life of the Jew, 
by making him acquainted with the bearers of this culture. It was in 
the Talmudic Acidemics that the spiritual life of the people pulsated, 
and hence a closer acquaintance with the ideas and ideals of the Talmudic 
scholar will lead to a better knowledge of that life. 

Since the loss of political independence Jewish public life found its 
main outlet in educational activity, and the Talmudic scholar was the 
cultural ideal. The first essay, “ lhe Jewish Primary School,” attempts 
to sketca how this ideal dominated elementary education. ‘The impartial 
reader of the sccond, third and fourth essays, “‘ The Disciple of the Wise,” 
“The Rabbinical Student,” and “ The Religion of the Pharisee,” will have 
no difficulty in distinguishing the true picture of the Phariseo from his 
caricature. The main study of the Talmudist centred in the Halakah, 
and accordingly Professor Ginzberg has placed at the end of this group 
of lectures the one on “Jewish Thought as Reflected in the Halakah.” 
Here he shows the permaneut importance oi the Halakah for an adequate 
understanding of Judaism. 

The second part of the volume, consisting of six biographical sketches 
of modern Talmudists, stands in close relation tothe first part. The 
sixth and seventh essays, “ The Gaon, R. Elijah Wilna,” and “ R. Israel 
Salanter,” will prove helpful not only to an understanding of the Judaism 
of their own times, but also of the early Rabbis. The cighth, ninth, 
tenth and cleventh essays, “4 "“Tsaac Hirsch Weiss,” 


Zechariah Frankel, 
“Solomon Scliachter,” and “David Hoffmann,” sketch the activities of 
these great men, who, at critical moments in Jewish history, understood 
bow to combine harmoniously the old with the new. The biographical 
essays wero written on particular occasions, the deata of one or the 
anniversary of tlhe birth or death of another. 

The notes at the end of the book contain the authoritics used for the 
various essays as well as biographical and bibliographical references. The 


title chosen for the volume, “Students, Scholars and Saints,” is indicative . 


of the message it attempts to convey. It is a plea forthe better appre- 
ciation of Talmudic Judaism and a closer connection between the past 
and the present. 

This work is fresh and stimulating, and reveals a mind that has 
mastered its subject. It provides admirably lucid studies of Jewish life 
and personality, and contains the concentrated results of much ripe 
learning. Some of the fascinating material possesses added value since, 
as particularly in the case of Rabbi (srael Salanter, the author acquired 
his information from first-haud knowledge he had received in early 
youth from three distinguished disciples of Salanter. Professor Giazberg 
has written wisely and courageously, and has made a vitalising contri- 
bution to the thought of our time. 

Education. 

“THe UNCONSCIOUS IN ACTION: ITs INFLUENCE UPON EDUCATION,” 
by Miss Barbara Low (University of London Press, 5s.), is intended for 
those who are interested in, and concerned with, human character, their 
own and other people's. [t deals with some of the difficult problems 
of character-development which affect us all in relationship to other 
human beings, and more specifically it aims at showing the teacher and 
trainer of the young the hidden sources of behaviour and intellectual 
development in himself and his pupils, without which knowledge muck 
splendid effort on the part of both may be merely wasted. The book 


includes a Foreword by Professor T. Percy Nuna, Professor of Education 


in the University of London. 


“EDUCATION COMMITTEES : THEIR POWERS AND DuTIEs,” by Mr. H. 
Samuels (Fabian Society, 5d.), aims at meeting the need of an ontiline of 


’ at least the morc important clauses of the Elucition Act, for an elemen- 


tary acquaintance with them is indispensable to anyone who would 
undertake the grave responsibility of administering the educational 
needs of his or her area. In the first place, this essay outlines the Act. 
Then an attempt is made to show how the system worksin some respects. 
Finally, the author points out where practice is either not in agreement 
with the Act, or, being in agreement, does not use the methods best 
calculated to effect the great object contemplated by Parliament when 
it had the measure under consideration.

“ Liberal” Jewish Practice.

Srr,—In the last issue of your paper Dr. Mattuck proclaims to 
the world the practice of the “Liberal” Synagogue to remarry 
Jewish women who have been divorced in civil law only, without 
requiring them to obtain “Get” from their husbands. “It is, of 
course, a departure from Rabbinic Law,” says Dr. Mattuck. By this 
statement he conveys to the unknowing and the unwary that this 
“Liberal’’ departure from prescribed Jewish marriagé law falls 
within the same category as the innumerable other departures from 
Rabbinic Law and practice which obtain in his Congregation. 

We, the Beth Din, feel it our bounden duty to issue a solemn 
warning, and place the serious consequences involved in this 
violation of the Jewish marriage law in their true light. The fact 
is that civil divorce does not. dissolve the religious bond. A Jewish 
woman, until she has obtained ~ Get,’ is in Jewish law still an 
Wn PWN the wife of her former husband. The children born of a 
so-called re-marriage are in Jewish Law illegitimate in the worst 
degree and, as Mamezerim, debarred from entering into the 
community of Israel, even to the tenth generation. (Deut. xxiii, 3). 

The practice which, as your correspondent tells us, the 
“Liberal"’ Synagogue has adopted in this matter is a flagrant 
violation of the Jorah, strikes at the verv foundations of Jewish 
family life and destroys the unity of Israel.

Sin,—Dr. Mattuck’s letter in your last issue, in which he 
declares that the © Liberal” practice of recognising a civil decree of 
divorce as sufficient and religiously valid, involves merely “a 
departure from the Rabbinic Law,” has impaled me on the horns of 
adilemma. I have hitherto credited Dr. Mattuck with a certain 
amount of Jewish knowledge and with sincerity; but his state- 
ment that the “Liberal” practice referred to is a departure merely 
from Rabbinic Law, constrains me to revise my estimate, and to 
charge him either with abysmal ignorance of the Bible, which ill 
becomes even a “ Liberal” Rabbi, or (as it is unlikely that his 
knowledge does not extend to Deuteronomy xxiv., 1, “And he 
writeth her a bill of divorcement and giveth it in her hand,”’) with 
deliberate neglect of the truth, for propaganda purposes. 

In these circumstances, Dr. Mattuck. cannot expect that his 
views on matters of such import will be taken seriously by serious 
people. It is to be seen but too clearly that the “Liberal” practice, 
apart from being a departure from Biblical Law (about which, by 
the way, Dr. Mattuck does not care a rap) entails the secularisation 
of the marriage institution with the consequent impairment of 
Jewish moral standards. Moreover, if religion can be altogether 
disregarded when a marriage is dissolved, why do “ Liberals” 
invoke its aid when a marriage is entered into? It is evident that 
only the consideration of Synagogue revenue makes them retain the 
(to them) useless religious ceremony alongside the civil registration. 

‘There is one more point in the letter that calls for comment. 
“Our practice in such cases" continues Dr. Mattuck, “is to give 
the woman, if she desire it, a statement that we recognise the civil 
divorce as religiously valid." Mark you: “if she desire it.’ What 
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make-believe! What humbug! This “as you like it” policy in 
religion is of course typical alike of the mentality. of “ Liberal” 
Judaism as of its incurable opportunism. I¢ is, moreover, illustra- 
tive of the delicious © alternative " so dear to the heart of Dr. Monte- 
fiore. 

May I add, Sir, in conclusion, that the offspring from marriages 
in contravention to the Biblical Law referred to, such as practised 
by “ Liberal " Judaism, are Mamzerim, and that I, on my part, have 
overwhelming confidence in the Orthodox forces in this country to 
be able to counter this latest onslaught against the Parity of Jewish 
Home Life

Str,—Dr. Mattuck declares that the “ Liberal" Rabbis recognise 
a civil decree of divorce as religiously valid, and that they do not 
require the “Get.’ That Dr. Mattuck is, in regard to the dietary 
and other religious laws, a true “ Liberal” and a follower of Paul, 
who was opposed to any entanglement in the yoke of the Law, is a 
well-known fact. But in regard to the law of ~ Get,’ he shows 
more “liberalism” than even Paul himself, to whom the marriage 
bond was so strong and holy that he did not recognise the principle 
of divorce at all, as is the case with Roman Catholics of to-day. 

But it occurs to me as very strange and even comical that a 
man who does not recognise the Scriptural and Rabbinic Law, 
should call himself “Rabbi.” It seems that he uses this title merely 
as an iqnis fatuus, to attract the ignorant. I say ignorant, because 
an intelligent wife orhusband whose heart is inspired with religious 
sentiment, knows quite well that according to Jewish Law, re- 
marriage of a divorced woman without “Get” amounts:to adultery 
and the children of such a re-marriage are Mamzerim. Where the 
couple are careless in matters religious, they would not bother to 
have the sanction of the “Liberal” Synagogue, as for them the 
Registry Office would be quite adequate. 

Gienerally speaking, the Jewish code shows more humanity in 
this matter than many others. When, for instance; the husband's 
conduct is intolerable, the Beth Din has the power to compel him 
to give “Get.’ This power was made use of whenever the Jews” 
had any form of autonomy—such as in Persia and in Babylon in 
medieval times, and it is to be hoped that it will be used when the 
Jews have autonomy in Palestine. It is ridiculous to impeach ana 
important religious law because occasionally it causes individual 
unhappiness. In this country, I would ask how many people are 
condemned to life-long misery because they will not stoop so low as 
to commit adultery for the purpose of obtaining a divorce? This is 
avoided in Jewish law. To my mind it would be a good thing if 
Jews could obtain a special Act of Parliam ent, whereby in any case 
where, after a civil divorce has been decreed the husband refuses 
to give “ Get,” he should be compelled to maintain his wife until 
he does s0.

Sir,—Dr. Mattuck’s “Liberal” view of the “ Get"’ is interesting, 
but not helpful. Even if ** Liberal’ Rabbis and their congregations

Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

In the absence of the Chairman of this Committee, Mr. Felix Rose, 
0.B.E (Liverpool, Old), who has resigned his position through ill-healtb, 
Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) moved the adoption of 
the Committee's report : 

The Committee reluctantly decided to respect Mr. Rose’s wish to resign 
from the Chairmanship, and directed a message of sympathy and of good wishes 
for his speedy recovery to be senttohim. It was resolved to defer unti! the 
next meeting the election of a new Chairman of the Committee. 

The Board’s letter on the subject of “ Get” has been sent to the lega! press, 
and received considerable publicity. A letter has been received from the 
Council for the Amelioration of the Legal Position of the Jewess thanking the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee ** for the trouble which they have taken, 
and the sympathy which they have evinced in endeavouring to shield those 
Jewesses who are liable to become the victims of a grave legai disability.’ 

The President, accompanied by Mr. H. H. Haldin, K.C., and the Secretary, 
have had an interview with the Financial Secretary to the Treasury on the 
regulations which debar naturalised British subjects, and certain British subjects 
by birth, from employment in the Civil Service. A Memorandum embodying 
the Board's views is being submitted to the Treasury for further consideration. 
The Committee have decided to request the General Purposes Committee of 
the London County Council to receive a deputation to submit the Board’s views 
on Standing Order 316, which debars (with a few exceptions) naturalised 
British subjects from employment by the Council. 

Mr. B. 8. STRAUS (East London) asked whether the Committee which 
had been formed for the purpose of organising themselves in conjunction 
with their M.P.’s in regard to the Aliens Act had been called together 
again. Mr. Straus stressed the need of their hammering away at this 
question and using every available humane argument such as that this 
country had always been regarded as a haven of refuge for those who were 
downtrodden and persecuted. 

The SECRETARY re-called the events which had led tothe deputation 
of the Board to the Home Secretary. The Government now had ready 
its draft Bill to make the aliens legislation permanent, and in accordance 
with the arrangement which they made at the time of the Deputation, 
the Board would have an opportunity of presenting its views and 
of discussing them with the Home Office on the question of this draft 
Bill at a later date. The Bill would not be introduced during the 
present session, and the Deputies could be assured that in the meantime 


the Aliens Committee would be called together at an early date to dc cide 
in what form its views should be presented to the Home Office. The 
Sub-Committee appointed by the Aliens Committee had collected a 
certain amount of statistical information, but they had decided as soon 
as they knew that there was no chance of the Government's introdu ing 
immediately this Bill to make the aliens legislation permanent, that it 
was advisable to suspend its labours for the moment, because the 
situation was changing, especially as regards the statistics relating to 
employment. When the time came for them to go to the Home Office 
they wished to take with them statistics that were absolutely up-to-date, 
Joint Foreign Committee. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF presented the report of the Joint Foreign Com.- 
mittee: 

The Committee further considered the difficulties which have arisen in 
regard to petitions to the Council of the League of Nations presented by 
National as distinct from Internationa! Organisations, and also as to the eCope 
of petitions re lating to Minorities Wuestions. Fresh representations have been 
made both to the Secretariat of the League and H.M. Govefnment, and there is 
good reason to hope thatthe whole question will be considered at the next 
meeting of the Council which opens on December 10th. 

The formation ofa new Governmentin Roumania in circumstances which 
seem to imply a complete revolation in political methods, necessarily possesses 
great interest for the Jews of Roumania. For the first time Roumania will 
have a Parliament recruited by free elections, in Which all phases of the 
national life will be fully represented. The new Government, largely of 
Transy!vanian origin, is Liberal in doctrine, and is pledged to the recognition 
of Minorities rights. The conditions are so new that prophecy may be hazardous, 
but the Committee, after a careful examination of the situation, are of opinion 
that the outlook is extremely hopeful. For the moment the Committee are 
anxious to obtain a settlement of the long-standing Sicateniose question which 
has been revived by a circular issued by the Ministry of Labour, to which 
reference was made in the last Report. The correspondence on the subject is 
proceeding. 

The Committee have followed very closely theanti-Semitic outbreaks which 
have lately taken place in the Hungarian Universities, owing to the desire of 
Jewish students to avail themselves of the facilities provided for them under 
the new Numeruse Claueus Law. Happily there has been no need for foreign 
intervention, owing to the energetic action of the anthorities, and the sabi 
disapproval of anti-Semitic agitations expressed by leading Ministers in publi 
speeches. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that with regard to the question of petitions to 
the League of Nations he was happy to say that the whole question— 
which affected the whole of their activities in Geneva—was now in 
process of settlement. He was sure they were all looking forward with 
great interest and much expectancy to the change in the internal politics 
of Roumania and to the establishment of free elections. The old Liberal 
party, which according to their own standard had been the very reverse 
of Liberal, hal been thrown ont, and had resigned for the first time in 
fifty years upon terms which were not its own. The new Liberal party, 
which had come into power, was a party of the people, essentially 
democratic, a party recruited from the annexed provinces io which the 
state of culture, of progress, and knowledge generally was much higher 
than it was in the old.kipgdom. It should also be remembered that the 
new Government was chiefly recruited from those who themselves 
belonged to minorities, and so in dealing with these questions they could 
not very well divorce the interests of the Jews of Transylvania from the 
interests of the minorities, of the Christian Churches in the same province, 

Russian Anti-Judaism. 

Mr. H. A. GOODMAN (Adath Yisrael) severely criticised the Jewish 
Communist Party in Soviet Russia which, he said, was endeavouring to 
do away with the rights of their brethren there. 

Mr. WoLr said there was no interference with Jewish religious 
worship in Russia. So far as the observance of Judaism was concerned, 
there was absolute freedom, and although it was true that certain syna- 
gogues had been confiscated the percentage of Jewish synagogues: 
confiscated was very much lower than the percentage of places of 
worship of other communities, and, so far as they knew, they had been 
confiscated under circumstances which were quite legal. That was tosay, 
it was very unfortunate if they had a party in the local Jewish 
community which did not want a synagogue. In such a case it was not 
for them to interfere. He was sure it must be a source of great 
shame to all of them that what there was of Jewish persecution in Russia 
to-day came really from Jews. The Board could be assured, however, 
that the whole matter was before them at every meeting, and at their 
last meeting had received their very careful consideration. They were 
pursuing a policy of which, he was sure, no one would approve more 
completely than the last speaker. ‘Vhatever they could do to improve 
the condition of the Jews in Russia they would do, but it must be chiefly 
in the direction of the extension of religious education. 

A delegate said it was desirable that the Press should not publish 
anything about the Russian communists because it would give a lever to 
the anti-Semites. 

LornD ROTHSCHILD said that the Press always showed the utmost 
discretion in such matters. 

Lady SPIELMAN (Union of Jewish Women) submitted the report of 
the Education Committee which stated that three applicants had been 
interviewed for the vacancy of English teacher in the schools of the 
Tangier Jewish Community and that Mr. H. N. Pollen, B.Sc., of 106, 
Upper Street, N.1., had been appointed, 


Shechita. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack (United Synagogue), in a statement on Shechita 
matters, said the question had been raised about the Weinberg machine 
and they had written to Professor Hobday with reference toit and were 
awaiting his reply. Mr. Lissack added that the Shechita Board had had 
sent to itfour model casting machines. Mr. Legros, the expert of the 
Shechita Board, had furnished a report in which he said that one of 
these models was not suited to this country and that the other three 
showed possibilities which required further consideration. With regard 
to the Slaughter of Animals Bill, the Bill would certainly not be 
introduced during this session. 

Mr. S. BINDERMAN (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
complained that Mr. Weinberg had not been given any encouragement. 
This the Chairman denied. , 


The Use of the Term “ Kasher.”’ 


Mr. H. GAVENTA (Philpot Street Sphardish) moved‘ 
That representatives of the Beth Din, the United Synagogue, the Federation 


of Synagogues, the Shechita Board, and such other institutions as the Board 
may th fake fit, be invited to confer with the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
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with a view to seeking Parliamentary or Local Government powers to deal 
with the improper use of the term “ Kasher” in the sale of foodstuffs. 

Mr. Gaventa maintained that the word “kasher” was the registered 
trade mark belonging to the Jewish people to safeguard certain religious 
principles which were very deartothem. The word had, however, been 
abused by acertain section of tradesmen in their midst, and this had not 
only caused a great deal of inconvenience to Anglo-Jewry, but had also 
given material for the anti-Semitic Press to make use of certain expres- 
sions appertaining to the misuse of this word. Before the Passover 
holidays, the word “ kasher” was used by a certain section of tradesmen 
as a lever for obtaining bigh prices; but, unfortunately, the Community 
did not get the safeguards to which it was entitled. These tradesmen 
went to their usual printers, ordered labels, and just plastered them over 
certain foodstuffs without any license from the Ecclesiastical Authorities 
to do so. If the word “kasher” were legalised, they would be able 
to exercise their authority in protecting the Community with regard 
to kashrut in general. In America where the question had caused 
a lot of trouble, the word had been legalised, and this legalisation had 
proved a great boon to all sections ofthe Community. He suggested that 
a Kashrut Committee should be formed of representatives of each 
Organisation which was interested in legalising the word, and that the 
Committee should be so formed that an equal number of recognised 
Rabbanim and laymen, presided over by the Chief Rabbi, should have 
full powers under the Act, to grant or withdraw licenses, to recommend 
prosecutions or otherwise as they might think fit. The legalisation of the 
word would, moreover, be of great benefit to honest tradesmen, because 
it would rid them of the unscrupulous ones who sheltered their methods 
of trade under this word. Once these tradesmen were found out they 
would not be allowed to use the word again. He hoped that the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee would proceed to apply for the legalisation of 
the word. 

Mr. J. BOLLOTEN (Manchester Hightown), who seconded the motion, 
said that scenes such as those which had occurred recently in the East 
End of London would be obviated if the word kosher were legalised. 

Mr. M. HYMAN Isaacs (Leeds, Old) said that once the offence was 
established, the English law was quite sufficient to bring a person who 
committed it to book. The only way, he thought, of protecting the 
Jewish population against the type of tradesman which Mr. Gaventa had 
in mind, was for the Shechita Board to issue a registered design for shop 
windows. (Voices: ‘They have done so.’) The design should read: 
“the Board of Shechits cannot guarantee the kashrut of an establish- 
ment whichdoes not exhibit this authorised notice.” 

Mr. M. Scuirr (United Synagogue) spoke of the difficulty of proving 
a kashrut offence in order to obtain a conviction. Mr. Gaventa’s motion, 
he thought, ought to merit the sympathetic consideration of the Board. 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) said that the motion 
would encourage anti-Semites who imputed to the Jewish trader 
unscrupulous methods of doing business. The Beth Din and the Rabbis 
were not doing enough to appeal to the conscience of Jews in the matter. 
The whole question was a very delicate one and could not be solved by 
the motion. 

Mr. T. B. HeERWALD (Agudat Ahim) moved the following amendment: 


That this Board elect a Special Committee to investigate whether the word 
“kosher” is being improperly used, and if so, to make such recommendations 
to ensure that the word is not abused in the future. 


_ Dr. SAMUEL DaAIcHes said he disliked the resolution. To get such 
a Bill as suggested passed they would first have to have debates in the 
House of Commons which they would not like, and they would read 
columns in the papers about it. Was it worth it? 

Upon the Chairman putting the motion to the vote, it was defeated 
by a very large majority, only thirteen voting in favour. 


The Jewish Law of Divorce. 

Mr. Drnest Lesser (United Synagogue) then moved the following 
motion : 

That this Board is of opinion, having regard to the difficulties with which 

Jewish women are often confronted in seeking to obtain “ Get” alter a civil 
divorce, that the London Beth Din should seriously consider the desirability of 
taking steps to secure the convening of an authoritative conference of orthodox 
Rabbis with a view to strengthening the powers of the Boté Din in the adminis- 
tration of the Jewish Law of Divorce. 
Among the reasons given by Mr. Lesser for the Board's “vathetic 
consideration of the resolution was that it offered the on!) nue of 
approach to a solution of the question upon orthodox and traditional 
lines, that it was the only constitutional way, and that it aimed at a 
solution of the question by Jews and by Jews only, without soliciting the 
intervention of any outside body or non-Jewish Agency. He appealed to 
the Beth Din to take the matter up with courage and energy. 

Mr. H. H. HALpIn, K.C. (West London) seconded the motion. The 
position of women, he said, was different to-day from what it used to be. 
Divorce in this country only came in 1356 or 1857. 
could only be obtained by an Act of Parliament. Jewish law never 
regarded the woman as being a person in whose power it was to obtain a 
divorce from her husband. That was all altered to-day. Let them not 
have the temerity to say that the present ‘state of the Jewisir law could 
not be changed, as though it were the law of the Medes and Persians. 

Dr, SAMUEL DAICHES said he could not see what good or what harm 
Mr. Lesser’s motion could do. But Mr. Haldin’s observations had made 
him feel a little uncomfortable. He liked the Jewish law of divorce 
because it was the best law of divorce in the world. How a lawyer like 
Mr. Haldin could speak of Jewish divorce law as he had done, he failed 
to understand. There was no law of divorce which prevented mischief 
s0 surely as the Jewish law. Dr. Daiches referred to the letter of Dr. 
Mattituck which appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, and asked 
the Board not to be misled by such appeals. They were a Jewish com- 
munity and as such they wanted to uphold the Jewish law of divorce 
as it was. 

Mr. I. LanpAu (United Synagogue) also opposed the motion. 
Apparently, he said, the Society for the Amelioration of the legal position 
of Jewish Women had alist of disabilities under which they said they 
were suffering, and the Board onght not to be dragooned into a discussion 
of this kind at the behest of this Society. 

On the motion Mr, M. HyMAN Isaacs, seconded by Mr. B. 8. Straus, 
the Board decided to adjourn the discussion of the motion,

JewisH Cookery. 


Sauces, Sweet and Savoury. 


Brown Sauce. 


Half a carrot. 
Half a turnip. 


Brown stock, 4 pint. 
Fiour, 14 0zs. 
Dripping or margarine, 1 oz. One tomato. 
‘One onion. Salt and pepper. 
SLICE the onion and fry a golden brown in the fat. Stir in the flour 
and cook till brown, then add the stock and stir till boiling. Add the 
tomato, carrot and turnip, and simmer for half an hour. Strain, season 


and re-heat. 


Sauce Piquante. 


Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful, 


Brown sauce, pint. 
Vinegar, 1 teaspoonful. 


One gherkin. 
Capers, 1 teaspoonful. 


Boi. the sauce and stir in the other ingredients, after chopping tho 
gherkin and capers finely. 


Syrup Sauce. 


Golden syrup, 2 tablespoonfals. Juice of half a lemon, 
Water, 1 gill. 


Boi. together until reduced one-third. 


Wine Sauce. 


Sherry, 1 wineglassful. Marmalade, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Water, § pint. Loaf sugar, 6 ozs. 


Cook sugar and water together until reduced one-third, then add the 
marmalade and cook for another ten minutes, Strain, add the sherry, 
and turn into a hot sauce ‘oat. 


Orange Sauce. 


Juice and peel of an orange. 
Juice of half a lemon. 


Water, 4 pint. 
Corntlour, 1 teaspoonful. 
Sugar, 1 tablespoonfal. 
Boru the water, fruit juice and some shreds of orange peel together. 
Mix the cornflour with a little cold water ; stir it in, add the sugar, and 
simmer for five minutes. 


Dried Apricot Jam. 
(By special request). 
To every pound of dried apricots allow three pints of cold water, 
three pounds of preserving sugar, and two ounces of blanched aimonds. 
Wash the apricots, cut in two or three pieces, and pour on the water; 
cover and leave for twenty-four hours. Then turn into a preserving 
pan; bring to boiling point, and boil for half an hour. Add the sugar 
and shredded almonds, and boil for another half hour or until it sets 
when tested. Keep very well stirred after adding the sugar. Pour into 
Warmed dry jars, and tie down when cold.

No. 472.—Wanted: Giants Able to Uproot Mountains. 


My COUSIN, 


I have noted with satisfaction that the Talmud recognises two types 
of minds among those who appear inits pages. The one contains those 
whose strength is mere knowledge of tradition, the men who rely on 
their memory; the other may be described as the creators of tradition, 
who stand beyond tradition, overlooking it and shaping it anew to meet 
changing needs. Their strength is in thought. They are artists like all 
who create. If a question be put to the two types, the first will give you 
his answer by quoting a tradition, telling you what his teachers or their 
teachers taught. But the second type will give you an answer by reason- 
ing it out. Of course, this type too requires tradition, but it is the master 
of tradition. Like Rabbi Hyrkanos, the first category may be compared 
to a cemented cistern which loses not a drop, while the second is com- 
pared in the Talmud to a giant who uproot mountains (°° py). The 
Talmud even went so far as to call the first type destroyers of the world 
(ony 520), because they were literalists, who following the letter 
neglected the spirit. 

The method by which the second type evolved their opinions 
has sometimes been termed pi/pul ; indeed, in the later Talmudic 
ages rules were laid down for the process of deduction. 50 
great was the confidence in this method of reasoning that Rabbi 
Chanina ben Chama once declared that if the Torah should ever be 
lost from Israel, he undertook to discover it again by means of pilpul 

A curious theory is accepted in the Talmul. It is held that the 


Torah is a divine revelation which was transmitted to Israel through 


Moses, who was a prophet. Now note the last verse in the Book of 
Leviticus (to which, incidentally, the last ‘verse in the Book of Numbers 
is very closely akin): “These are the Commandments which the Lord 
commanded Moses for the Children of Israel on Mount Sinai.” The 


Talmud interprets these words to mean that no prophet has the right — 


henceforth to introduce anything new ("RYO 7T®). 
Does this imply that the Torah is absolutely unalterable? Are weto 
understand that changes in life andin outlook are to be ignored by the 
Torah? Bynomeans. Side by side with this principle the Talmud laid 
down a second. A _ prophet indeed has not the right to introduce 
changes, but a Wise Man being higher than a prophet, possesses 
the right. By applying thought, by making deductions according 
to certain rules, a Wise Man may indeed introduce changes into the 
Torah. Inthe later Talmudic ages stress was laid on the fact that you 
might obtain decisions and interpretations of the ordinances in the Torah, 
not by oracles and not by divine voices, but by thought and deduction. 


With these two principles there was developed athird, as curious as 
the others. In modern times we are accustomed to think of 
the idea of development and growth. The Talmud seems to give the 
impression that it favours an entirely opposite notion. According to the 
Talmud, the Torah, as completely revealed, contained every change, 
every interpretation, every opinion that in the whole history of the world 
was likely ever to be enunciated. But the complete revelation of the 
Torah never established itself: portions were forgotten, and when a man 
propounded a new interpretation of the Tora): to meet new circumstances, 
he was merely discovering that which was already in existence when 
Moses received the Torah at Sinai. On this basis, sarely, changes, 
adaptations and interpretations to meet new requirements are not 
excluded according to the Talmud itself. 


Students of the Talmud will know that its pages are full of contra- 
dictions, sometimes due to differences of individual opinions, and some- 
times to different conditions prevailing in Palestine and in Babylon. In 
Palestine, for example, it was held that a Talmud student should first 
finish his studies and then marry; in Babylon, on the contrary, it was 
held that he should first marry and then continue his studies. Again, in 
times of crisis, even the ordinances of the Torah were temporarily 
abrogated. It is reported, for example, that Rabbi Yose allowed the 
Jews to bake bread on the Sabbath day. That seems outrageous, but 
when we learn the reason we realise that Rabbi Yose was a statesman. 
It so happened that at that time a Roman general was devastating 
Palestine and he demanded fresh bread for his troops daily. The occasion 
was exceptional, and Rabbi Yose met it. 


A moment’s reflection must show that never were there uniform 
views among the Jews. It is claimed that until the Maccabean period, 
say the middle of the second century of the common era, opinions were 
more or less uniform. Butin the days of Yose ben Yoezer differences 
first became vocal. It was not, however, until 150 years later that two 
opposing schools of thought formally established themselves in Jewry— 
the Schools of Hillel and Shammai respectively. So keen was the 
controversy between these two schools that the Talmud itself 
declares that it appeared as though there was not one Torah but two 
The efforts made to smooth out the differ- 
ences between the opposing camps were entirely successful; the method 
adopted was the application of thought and the utilisation of deduction. 

Now, ifthe Talmud recognises that it is permissible to shape the 
Torah so that it may be in accord with the needs of life in different ages, 
why should not the very method of the Talmud be adopted in our own 
day? Can thinking people deny that Jewish ecclesiastical legislation 


_ needs overhauling? It is only those who would adopt the policy of the 


ostrich who alone will reply in the negative. As a matter of fact, are 
not a very large number of the prescriptions of Jewish ecclesiastical law 
a dead letter? Some people pretend that they exist, and in organised 
communities the underlying assumption is likewise that they 
are operative. But in reality—in the life of the individual— 


—- 


they never appear: the individual, as often as not, does not know of their 
existence. The “ Liberals,” recognising this phenomenon, apply modern 
methods to the structure of Judaism. They attempt to criticise and to 
sift the chaff from the grain. That there is chaff no student of history 
can deny. So ancient a structure as Judaism, which has passed through 
s0 many vicissitudes, which has been subjected to so many diffcrent 
influences in different lands, must have collected no small amount of 
valueless lumber superimposed on its pristine excellence. That may be 
called the chaff, and the chaff needs to be separated from the wheat. 
Traditionalists object to the method of the “Liberals.” It is for them 
to resort to the guidance of the Talmad and by means of pil/pu/ dedace rules 
and regulations which should be of service in a modern community. 
According to the theory of the Talmud, they would then but rediscover 
the Torah. The request seems reasonable, and guidance may be found 
in the Talmud itself. Why, then, do we persist in taking no action, con- 
tenting ourselves with a policy of drift which can only lead to 
disintegration ? 

One answer is that our spiritual leaders appear to belong to the first 
type distinguished by the Talmud. They know the Tradition, but instead 
of their being masters of Tradition, Tradition mastersthem. Truly they 
deserve to be called “ destroyers of the world.” There are so few among 
them gifted with imagination and far-seeing vision. The best of them 
are 80 learned in the Talmud that they cannot see the wood for the trees. 
They content themselves for the most part with bidding the populace 
obey Tradition, as though Tradition was something which never changed. 
It often seems that the Tradition they have in view is merely that of 
Polish or Lithuanian or Hungarian Jewry, and then not even of to-day, 
but cf halfa century ago. They forget that there was a Tradition in the 
South of France and in Spain, in Italy and in Turkey, in Babylon and in 
Morocco. There are Traditions among Jews, but no Tradition. 

That brings me to the second point. The Traditionalist Party itself 
is anything but united. Here we have Agudists, Mizrachists, and plain 
Traditionalists. Only the other day a case came under my notice which 
illustrates this fact. I have heard that Traditionalist Jews will pot eat 
in the houses of non-Jews or of those who disregard the demands of 
Kashrut. But Lhad never before heard of one particular brand of Urthodox 
Jews refusing to eat meat in the house of another brand of Orthodox 
Jews. Yet such wasthe case. The former declared that they cou'd only 
eat meat of their own Shechita, In view of phenomena of this kind, how 
can we expect agreement in the Orthodox camp for the purpose of taking 
stock of the religious situation of Jewry, and even discussing it? 

Lastly there isa third factor that came to my mind. Jews have 
always been difficultto govern ; they seem to be passionate individualist. 
Even in Lible times they lacked solidarity. You may recall the reign cf 
David and remember bow even as lopg ago as that there were parties in 
the State who did not love one another. In a subsequent period the 
Northern Kingdom stood ever against the Southern Kingdom. In the 
epoch of the Second Temple, Pharisees and Sadducees opposed each 
other in their opinions. The evil has not been eradicated after two 
thousand years of wandering. In our own community itis as rampant 
as ever. Think of any typical provincial centre which boasts of a Jewish 
population. You will find that at first a community is cstablished pro- 
viding for the needs of Jewish life. Before long a Rabbi arrives, usually 
from abroad, whose one weakness is that he does not understand team 
work. In order to safeguard his livelihood he sets up an opposition 
Shechita, and he will stop at nothing to establish what he imagines is his 
peculiar position, So filled is he with zeal for this selfish cause that he 
will forget the heinousness of Chiliul Hashem and drag his petty quarrels 
into the Courts of Law, making what Jews consider sacred things a 
langhing stock before the world. For his selfish ends, he will go lobbying 
inthe House of Commons; he will buttonhole Ministers of the Crown. One 
cannot help asking whether his motive is to conserve Judaism or obtain 
for himself a little authority. So long as we are divided among ourselves 
we shall remain weak, and if we disgust the growing generation with our 
petty quarrels, we cannot wonder that they turn their back upon the 
community and drift away. 

Yet there is so much to consider and overhaul. The Liturgy needs 
refurbishing. We require to take counsel together concerning our marriage 
and divorce laws, to say nothing of Chalitza—all those difficulties that 
weigh down and trouble the women who are banded together in the 
society for the amelioration of certain difficulties in the position of the 
Jewess. Whatof Sabbath observance? Is not that a problem that cries 
alond for taking thought, and if necessary applying the old Talmud 
methods of pipul? Thesame holds good of the second days of the Festi- 
vals. As for religious education, itis a field the consideration of which 
would occupy many men for many days. Traditional Jews could do much 
if they had wise leadership. Until they put their hands to the plough and 
attempt even the smallest effort in the direction of taking counsel together 
in the interests of all Israel, they are in a glaringly inconsistent position 
when they complain about what is being done by the “ Liberals.” 

If only we had the type of leader whom the Talmud describes asa 
giant able to uproot roountains, there might be hope for Jewish life. As 


it is, the policy of drift to which we seem to stand committed can only 
end in disruption,

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Jacob’s Ladder. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially preparcd for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ And he dreamed, and behold a ladder set up on earth, whose 
top did reach to heaven, and behold the angels of God ascending and 
descending on it.’ —Genesis xxvii, 12. 

Jacob has won the birthright and the biessing. But neither of these 
avails him much at the moment he sets out from Haran. A fugitive from 
his father’s house, in fear of his angry brother, the birthright must seem 
poorer even than the mess of pottage with which he had purchased it. 
And the blessing, which his father had pronounced on him (apart from 
the shame with which its attainment must be for ever associated in his 
memory) has little resemblance indeed to the conditions in which he 
finds himself. Jacob is not, like his brother, enured to a hard and 
rough life. He is accustomed to remain at home, tended by the 
fondness and indulgence of a devoted mother. Nor have we been 
given 80 far any evidence of Jacob's appreciation of the spiritual nature 
of the blessing and the inheritance that have been bestowed on him. 
There is one thing to his credit. He hearkens to his father and his 
mother. He leaves the amenities of his home and journeys towards the 
country where he may find his mother’s kinsfolk. But he carries with 
him nothing of worldly goods. His grandfather's servant, when he sets 
out for Aram Naharaim, goes with aretinue. His camels are loaded with 
costly gifts for the woman who is to be his master’s wife. But Jacob is 
sent to his uncle penniless. He starts his journey friendless and alone. His 
solitudeis most notable when he reaches Luzand" hasto tarry there because 
the sun hasset.” In eastern lands the sun goes down with sudden speed. So 
the benighted wanderer hurriedly prepares his hard pillow by gathering 
together the desert stones. The bright stars arise in the wide horizon. 
But they soon fade away before Jacob's weary eyes, and he sleeps. 
Never was there greater contrast surely between the reality of an 
environment and the vision that ensues. Or shall we not rather say, 
between Jacob's apparent environment and the reality that opens to 
him the gates of Heaven and turns the hard ground on which he lies into 
a veritable House of God. It removes him in one flash of thought from 
al! the degrading features of his past experience into the very presence 
of God. Itreveals to him, as to his descendants after him, angels of 
grace busying themselves with man’s apparently worldly career and 
circumstance. Jacob sees the mystic ladder joining together earth and 
heaven. He marks with wonder the ascending and descending angels. 
He bears the voice of God. He realises that the Divine presence is 
with him herein the waste as much as inthe tent of Isaac. That presence 
already shapes aod forms his future that seems so dark and dreary. 
It promises him a perpetual presence and a constant guard. “Behold I 
aim with thee and will keep thee. I will not leave thee until I have 
done that which I have spoken to thee of.” He awakes with a sense of 
God's nearness to him and of the reverence with which that nearness fills 
his soul. “Surely God is in this place, though I knew it not.” The 
vision of the night-watches has changed everything around him. There 
is no loneliness now in that unpeopled waste; it is full of God. Its 
monotonous stillness is gone. Its breezes, sweeping over him, as he 
rises carly in the morning, remind him of the voice still ringing in his 
ears: “Behold I am with thee and will guard thee whithersover thou 
goest.” The track of the bright sunbeams speaks to him of that 
glorious pathway of light which joined together earth and heaven. 
Everywhere God is around him. Everywhere God isclosetohim. His 
spiritual training has begun. He will never forget “the place where God 
appeared to him when he fled from the face of Esau his brother”; that 
close perpetual personal presence of God will make of his life a different 
thing. It is the beginning of an experience that culminaies in another 
vision when he returns from Laban and “sees God face to face and finds 
dcliverance for his soul.” 

Jacob's dream may well afford comfort to others besides the 
patriarch. There are many of us for whom the road is difficult, many to 
whom there comes that moment when the sun sinks suddenly beneath 
the horizon, and we are left to pillow a weary head on the hard stones of 
circumstance. Life is complex; its courseis obscure and involved. The 
errors of the past and doubts of the future combine at times to make us 
forgetful of those other forces that use even our failings and our fears as 
means of progress on a well-marked path. The ladder that leads 
Heavenward must needs be set up on the earth. The weary day 
coes not preciude the possibility of the vision in the night. 
What more cffectual consolation can any poor outcast need who feels that 
he has spoiled his life, than the memory of this staircase, reaching from 
the pillow of the lonely fugitive up to the very heart of heaven? When 
this comes home to us in our hour of need it is an arousing revelation. 
Werise from the troubled slumber we call life. Earth wears for us a new 
glory. Weare nolonger fugitives from our past, men going out into the 
world toseek our fortunes. We are partners with Godin the fulfilment of 
the Divine purposes. “ He will not leave us till He hath done that which 
He hath spoken concerning us.” Jacob obeys a good instinct 
when be sets up aS a monumental stone that which had 
served as his pillow, when he dreamt his wondrous dream. He feels 
that, vivid as is the impression left upon his mind it may tend to fade. 
He erects this stone, that in after days he may have a witness, 
to the assurances with which at the moment his soul is satisfied. 
The angels ceaselessly come down God's ladder with heavenly blessings 
for our carthly wants. Bat the angels who ascend the ladder must carry 
up Something more than our ceaseless requests, our selfish desires. They 
must take back to Hoaven our gratitude, our praise, our own evidenco of 
the difference that the presence of God has made within our lives.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 
Sabbath S¥), Genesis xxviii., 10—xxxii., 3. 


XXVIII, 14. “As the dust of the earth.” This expression has 
usually been taken to denote the extraordinary growth of the House of 
Israel. Sforno and Abarbanel interpret differently. They compare the 
imagery used in Isaiah li, 23, “Thou hast laidthy back as the ground, 
and as the street, to them that go over,” and suppose that the same idea 
isemployed here. Jacob's descendants would for a time be trodden 
upon “as the dust of the earth,” and after that would “spread abroad” 
in all directions. Since, however, we certainly have in this verse a 
reminiscence of xiii., 16, where the same words occur, the sense must be 
identical in both passages; and there it is defined by the addition of “so 
that if a man can number the dust of the earth, then shall thy seed also 
be numbered.” 

Verse 16. “Surely.” Rashbam correctly exp'ains that JON is used 
to express the idea that what had been formerly supposed is proved 
wrong by subsequent events. Compare the only other Pentateuchal 
passage where it is found, Exodus ii., 14, “Surely the thing is known.” 
Moses had imagined that his slaying the Egyptian was a secret, but he 
was now aware that he was mistaken. He indicates his disillusionment 
with the word J5N. The origin of the particle is obscure, and it is by 
no meins certain’ that it is a Compound of ‘JN and 75, as many think. 
Gesenius suggested, very improbably, that it stoed for JON, the infinitive 
absolute of the Hiphil of 12. 

“The Lord is in this place.” Ibn Ezra has a most mysterious com. 
ment, viz, “The meaning is that there are places where miracles aro 
manifested; but I cannot explain why this is so, since it is a pro- 
found secret.” It is dificult to know what precisely he had ino his 


mind. Possibly he was thinking of the primitive belief that there were. 


sacred spots with which the presence of the divine spirits was closely 
associated. Men still use the phrase “holy places,” and.confine it to 
special localities even when they believe in the omnipresence of God, and 
they also speak of God-forsaken places.” If we may suppose Jacob to 
have encamped in a forest which would have given him protection from 
marauders, and bearing in mind the Rabbinic interpretation of verse 11, 
that he used the stones not fora pillow but as a barricade against prowling 
béasts, we may picture him as resting in a spot which might haye been 
described.as “ God-forsaken.” The vision which he had there taught him 
that God was indeed omnipresent, and upon the most unlikely place 
might rest the ladder which reaches to Heaven. 

Verse 17. “And he was afraid.” This does not mean that he was 
filled with dread, but that he was overcome with a feeling of awe. That 
is the correct interpretation of ANY when it is usedof God. An entirely 
wrong conception is created of the relationship between God and man by 
using the word “ fear,” and when children are taught translation “awe” 
or “reverence” should be the rendering of MNT, and similarly with the 
other derivatives of the root. God should not be described as “ terrible” 
or “ dreaded ” when the Hebrew has NT, 

“This . . . and this.” Ehrlich remarks that, contrary to the 
usual supposition, the fact that M7 is repeated shows that more than one 
place is indicated. ‘This is no other than the house of God” refers to 
the spot where he had been sleeping and the ladder had stood; “and this 
is the gate of Heaven ” alludes to the place where the top of the ladder 
penetrated the Heavens, thus proving that an opening cxisted there. 
Consequently, from two points of view, it was appropriate to offer upa 
petition on that site. It was a fitting place where to pray since a theo. 
phany had occurred there, and the prayer would ascend to God even as 
the ladder extended upwards. 

Verse 15. “A pillar.” Nachmanides asserts that the erection of 
such pillars was permitted until the Israelites settled in Canaan, and was 
then forbidden because of the heathenish ideas and practices which were 
associated with them. But Deut. xvi., 22, has to be understood not as a 
prohibition against every kind ot MS¥H, but only against such “as the 
Lord hated.” If, as is very likely, Jacob sct up the stone only to mark 
the place where he had seen the vision, no objection could be taken to a 
memorial of this kind. Ibn Ezra evidently considered the stone to be 
merely a landmark because he cxplains the pouring of the oil upon it as 
having been done so that Jacob would.be able to distinguish it on his 
return jouraey. Most moderna scholars think it to have been a libation 
for the purpose of consecrating the stone. Ose is notin a position to 
decide which view is correct.

New York Jews Generous Bequests. 


—— 


Nearly Two Million Dollars for Charity. 
[From a Correspondent—New YORK. | 

Charitable institutions receive nearly two million dollars from the 
estate of Reuben Robert Fogel, a New York jeweller who died last year. 
To the Pacific Hebrew Orphan Asylum and Home Society of San Francisco 
he left 746,256 dollars for the care and education of poor orphans. Ten 
thousand dollars was left to the New York Hebrew Orphan Asylum, and 
five thousand dollars each tothe Home for Aged Jews and the Roman 
Catholic Orphan Asylum in New York. Property on Riverside Drive and 
a bequest of 100,000 dollars were left to establish a British Orphan 
Asylum and Home. Thisis to benefit British orphans residing in America 
and children of members of the Canadian Club of New York. Ilis gift 
to the San Francisco orphanage, to which he contributed about 200,000 
dollars during his lifetime, was in return for the care given him by the 
institution when he entered it fifty-four years ago at the age of ten. 


Roumanian Jewish Communities Ordinance. 
An Officially Constituted Congress. 
[From Correspondent — BUCHAREST. 

_ The MONITORUL OFFicieL, of Bucharest, published recently the text 
of the new regulations for the Jewish Communities in Roumania. The 
Jewish community is recognised as the assembly of all Jews, Jewish 
religious institutions, synagogues, prayer-houses, etc., and Jewish 
cultural and social institutions. Several communities may unite in 
order to create a joint organisation. There may be only one communitv 
in each locality to which all local Jews automatically belong. Only the 
Spagnol communities of Old Roumania and the Orthodox Communities of 
Transylvania continue as hitherto. Each community is entitled to ore 
or more Rabbis. The Rabbis must be Roumanian citizens, save in 
exceptional cases. 

The existing communities are required to change their Statutes in 
accordance with the new regulations and to submit them for approval to 
the Ministry of Pablic Worship before Mar-h Ist of next year. Where 
there are no Jewish Communities, the Ministry of Pablic Worship will 
see that they are organised withia six months. The sale of kasher meat 
and the manufacture of Mafzo! may be carried on oniy under a permit 
issued by the Jewish Community and under the supervision of the Rabbi. 
vewish Communities have the right to organise themselves in Federations. 

All the Jewish Communities are to constitute the general Jewish 


Congress, which will have to prepare the statutes for the organisation of - 


the Jewish Faith in Loumania, and the election of its representative to the 
Senate, and to see to the promotion of Jewish interests generally. 
The first Congress will be convoked by the Ministry of Public 
Worship within a year from this promulgation. The Jewish com- 
munities will be represented in proportion to their numbers. The 
Government, has everywhere deposed the heads of the Jewish 
Communities appointed by the late Liberal Government, who were 
frequently out of sympathy with the local Jewish Communities. Pending 
fresh elections the Government has replaced them by persons friendly 
to the National Peasants’ Party, mostly Zionists belonging to the more 
Radical groups. A Congress is to be convoked by all Jewish parties as 
soon as possible to decide whether the Jews should contest the coming 
General Election separately through a Jewish bloc, join the general 
bloc of national miaorities, or co-operate with the Government list of 
candidates. 


Jews Driven from Budapest University. 


More Adequate Protection Necessary. 
[From our Correspondent —BUDAPEST. | 


Anti-Jewish disturbances again occurred at Budapest University, 
recently re-openea after being closed by the authorities on account of 
repeated rioting by students to secure the exclusion of their Jewish 
fellows. Guarantees considered satisfactory by the Minister of Educa- 
tion, Count Klebelsberg, and the High School authorities, were given by 
the leaders of the students’ organisations. Nevertheless Jewish students 
who presented themselves were set upon, and saved themselves from 
serious injury only by a hurried exit. At the Technical High School 
Jewish students were severely beaten and thrown out. 

The Rectorate decided to close down the Technical High School, 
declaring that it will be necessary to provide more adequate measures 
for the protection of the Jewish students before it can be re-opened. 


New Ministers | a Berlin Synagogues. 


Well-Known Rabbis Accept Calls. 


Dr. Jacob Freimann, Chief Rabbi of Posen and a famous Talmudic 
authority, has accepted a call to be minister at the oldest synagogue in 
Berlin, that in Heidereuther Street. He was asked to take up this post 
several years ago, but would not then leave Posen, desiring to remain 
until the Jewish Community was re-established after the war. 

Others who have accepted calls from Berlin Congregations are Dr. 
Freier, Former Chief Rabbi of Bulgiria; Dr. Levi, of Mainz, Chaplain 
during the war to the troops in Vilna; Dr. Emil Cohn, well-known as a 
dramatist under the name Emil Bernhard, who held several posts as 
Rabbi in German towns; Dr. Martin Solomonski, formerly Rabbi in 
Frankfurt-on-the-Oder and at one time teacher in the Berlin Jewish 
Theological Academy; and Chief Rabbi Dr. Carlebach, of Altona. Dr. 
Carlebach will be at the new synagogue in the Hansa district, to be 
completed early next year,

Russian Plans for Industrial Absorption. 
[From a Correspondent —Moscow. } 


The settlement of unemployed Jews from the Ukraine and White 
Russia in the industrial areas of the Urals is being planned by the Ort. 
There is a shortawe of artisans there, itis stated, and Jews would be able to 
find work. A Commission is now preparing plans in co-operation with the 
Ozet, whose administration was subjected to Severe criticism at a 
meeting of the Moscow branch. The membership, it was complained, 
had increased, but the rate of work hid slowed down, and the financial 
position was unsatisfactory. 

Meanwhile the Commission appointed to investigate charges made by 
the Jewish colonists in the Bureya region against the Ozet Administration 
there has been instructed not to start work because reports received 
from Chabarovsk, the centre of the Bureya region, now claim that most 
of the charges are false. 


Lithuanian Rabbi Commits Suicide. 
‘Fhe popular and highly respected Rabbi Israel Rosenberg, of Shavli, 
Lithuania, has committed suicide. It is thought that his action was the 
result of depression following the death of his wife.

Imperial and Foreign News Items. 


Tae late Professor Theodore Reinach bequeathed his country villa 
to the French Institute for conversion into a Home for Aged Artists. 


THe Conference of National Organisations of Journalists hell at 
Dijon, elected Ds. George Berahard, the Jewish editor of the Berlin 
VOSSISCHE ZEITUNG, to be President of the International Federation of 
Journalists. 


A SPECIAL ocganisation to fight against the growing anti-Semitism in 
the Soviet Union is to be set up by a decision of a group of Russian 
scholaraand writers. The Organisation plans to publish books and articles 
against anti-Semitism and also to issue as aregular newspaper feature a 
black list of the names of anti-Semites. 


Tuk Tarkish Government has approved the Statutes of an organisa- 
tion formed by the Jewish Community in Constantinople to promote 
Jewish education and provide Jewish schools. The Organisation now 
has the right to receive endowments, donations and bequests. 


Tue arrival of one hundred refugees expelled from Turkey has been 
reported from Uruguay to the headquarters of the Hias in New York. 
They are the forcrunocrs of similar groups expected shortly. The Hias 
Bureau is engaged in seeking homes and employment for them. Free 
Spanish teaching and cash loans have been arranged. 


THE PRINCE OF PIEDMONT, Crown Prince of Italy, unveiled laat 
week in the courtyard of the Jewish school in Rome, a memorial tablet 
to the late Senator Professor Vittorio Polacco, who died in 1926, and was 
for atime histator. Senator Polacco was a strictly observant orthodox 
Jew, and one of the greatest law authorities in Italy. 


MEASURES taken by the Reconstruction Commission in charge of 
repairing the ravages wrought in'Bulgaria by the recent earthquake, 
include the grant of 1,200,000 levas to the Jewish community of Tatar 
Pozardjik for the rebuilding of the local synagogue. The Jewish Co-opera- 
tive Bank, “Gueoula,” in Sofia, which is assisted by the Joint Ica 
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Reconstruction Foundation, granted the Jewish Community of Philipop- 
polis a sum of three million levas for rebuilding Jewish homes there. A 
co-operative loan bank has been established with a capital of 24 million 
lovas, towards which the Joint Distribution Committee has given 7,000 
dollars. 

THE enforcement of the Concessions Law passed by the Polish Sejm 
in 1925 has again been postponed by the Government for three years. The 
law, enacted by Mr. Grabski’s anti-Semitic Government, provided for the 


withdrawal, from the present holders, of all licences for the sale of Govern- 


ment monopolies, and their re-distribution mainly to wounded ex-soldiers 


and their dependents ; it threatened to deprive some 30,000 Jewish. 


families of their livelibood. 


THE new Roumanian Government, besides the abolition of the Press 
Censorship, is taking steps to abolish the state of siege existing through- 


out the country except on the frontiers. The Jewish population suffered 


heavily from the arbitrary official actions under the state of siege decreed 
by the late Government. 


A CHAIR of Jewish Culture was recently established at Odessa asa 
branch of the Ukrainian Academy of Science. | 

ON the occasion of the tenth anniversary of Latvian independence 
the President of the Republic has bestowed the Order of the Three Stars 
on the Chief of the Jewish Education Department, Dr. Landau, and on 
the Jewish journalists, Dr. Siew, Dr. Idelsohn and Mr. Teitlebaum. 
Complete or partial amnesties have been granted to thirty-five Jewish 
prisoners.

Status Quo Problem of Wailing Wall. 


STILL NO LEGAL RULING. 


On Monday in the House of Commons, Lt.-Commander KENWORTHY 
(Lab., Hull C.) asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies, whether he 
bad now taken legal advice on the action of the Moslems in Jerusalem in 
erecting masonry constructions on top of the Kotel Maaravi or Wailing 
Wall in violation of the :‘atus quo; and whether he bad now issued orders 
that new construction on this ancient wall be forbidden. 

Mr. OrnmsRY-GOoRE: No, Sir. I have found it necessary to obtain 
more precise information on certain points before taking legal advice, 
and I am consulting the Palestine Governmen’s by telegraph on these 
points. 

Lieut.-Commander KENWORTHY: Will the Right Hon. gentleman 
explain how it is that when a temporary structure was erected at the 
foot of the Wall for the Feast of the Passovor by the Jewish Community 
the police removed it by force, while the Arabs were allowed to put up @ 
structure of a permanent character on the upper courses of the Wall. 

Mr. OnmMssy Gore: Iam afraid the Hon. gentleman is misinformed. 
It had no connection with the Feast of the Passover whatsoever. A full 
account has already been given by my Right Hon. friend in answer to a 
question. The Hon. gentleman, in putting a supplementary question, has 
given a misleading view of the situation. The whole question is what 
exactly is the status quo, and we maintain under the terms of the 
Mandate that that question should be cleared up before high legal advice 
is asked for on this point. 

Lieut.-Commander KeNworrny: Is it not obvious that we are favour- 
ing one religious denomination against the other ? 

Mr. ORMSBY GORE: No, certainly not. If there is one thing H.M. 
Government and the Palestine Government are determined on, it is not 
to favour one against the other. 

Lieut.-Commander KENWORTHY: Will the Right Hon. gentleman see 
that that answer is conveyed to the Palestine Government ” 

Mr. OrnmMsBY Gore: It has been conveyed again and again. It is in 
the terms of the Mandate. It is very unfair to suggest that Lord Plumer 
or his predecessors have ever infringed the spirit or the letter of the 
Mandate. 


Moslems and Jews. 


SIDELIGHT ON WAILING WALL CONTROVERSY. 


[From our Correspondent.—J ERUSALEM. | 


Interesting revelations made by Moslem and Christian-Arab news- 
papers here show that the Moslem Congress held in Jerusalem on 
November 2nd (and about which I have already written you) had been 
enginecred by the Moslem Supreme Council, which, according to these 
newspapers, “is the instrument of the Husseinis in a political game of 
their own fashioning.” 

It is, of course, no secret that the Husseini faction, which nominally 
rules the Moslem Supreme Council, has long been at loggerheads with 
many other Mohammedan elements in Palestine, and that the activity of 
the Council has aroused little support save among the protagonists of 
the Husseini régime. The Supreme Council, indeed, is mpresentative 
of only a restricted Moslem interest, and not the entire population, 

The Moslem protests against the so-called Jewish attempts to “ sieze 
the Mosque Al Aqsa” are described as purely artificial. The Moslem 
Congress was, in fact, said to have been manned entirely by officials of 
the Council and its organisations, and one article in a Moslem newspaper 
states that “the leaders of Arabs convened the Seventh Arab Congress 
purely for the purpose of deriving private benefits and of showing the 
Government their influence over the nation; but in reality, they showed 
the nation and the Government their weakness.” It appears that the 
agitation which commenced with this Seventh Arab Congress, and of 
which the Moslem Congress in regard to “the protection of the Wailing Wall” 
is a sequence, has arisen from the desire of the present Moslem Supreme 
Councillors to influence the Electoral Regulations Committee (drafting 
the elections regulations to the Council), that they are actively engaged 
in defending religious interests, and that as a consequence they shonld 
have a permanent President, not dependent upon public franchise. This 
“ President,” comments the pewspaper, was chosen for the chair of the 
recent Congress, for an ulterior motive of political expediency. 

The same newspaper reports that many notables among the Moslems 
had been invited to the Congress, but few responded or came. In order 
to make up an imposing assembly, however, the Council ordered its own 
dependents, officials of the Supreme Council, of the Wagqfs, religious 
courts, muftis, beadles of the mesques and the like to attend. 

The newspaper writes: 

The Congress was called in order to explain to the people how the Jews are 
preparing to capture the Wall and the Mosque Al Aqsa. Bunt these are 
absurdities and nonsense. The Jews do not aspire to take anything away from 
the Moslems ; their only desire is that they be allowed to pray in peace. It is 
possible that in the future the Jews will want to take over the land on which 
their holy praying-place now stands. Even if they do want the site, they will 
not acquire it by the power of might. They. will use measures which will 
allow the Moslem Supreme Council to transfer the site to them amicably, as 
they have unsuecessfuily tried to arrange in the past. 

This, coming from a newspaper which is essentially Moslem and an 
organ of the Opposition tothe Moslem Supreme Council, shows a quite 
refreshing tolerance and an understanding. 


Moslem Dislike of Anti-Semitism. 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM.] 


Many responsible Arabs are beginning to express their dissatisfaction 
with the anti-Jewish agitation raised by the Moslem Supreme Council in 
connection with the Wailing Wall incident. They argue that the action 
of the Council will only create dissensions between Jews and Arabs and 
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do harm to business. They also contend that the Moslem Supreme 
Council is neglecting its real work and creating trouble for the Moslem 
institutions, especially in Hebron, while it is busy agitating against the 
Attorney-General, Mr. Norman Bentwich, Lord Melchett and Dr, 
Weizmann as alleged conspirators against the Moslem sanctuaries, 

On the other hand, the Moslem Supreme Council is attacked by the 
newspaper CARMEL for sending begging petitions to England regarding 
the Wailing Wall, instead of acting in the spirit of Khalif Omar and 
organising a military force to carry out its decisions. 

lt is now declared that no separate statement will be issued here by 
the Government on the question of the Wailing Wall, apart from the 
White Paper vas wilt be pablished in London. 


New inspector of Education. 


APPOINTMENT OF MR. JOSEPH BENTWICH.

Considetable satisfaction is expressed locally at the appoiutment by 
the Palestine Government of Mr. Joseph Bentwich, son of Mr. Herbert 
Bentwich, M.A., of London, and brother of Mr. Norman Bentwich, 
Attorney-General of Palestinc, to be Inspector of Hebrew Schools in the 
Northern District. 

With the appointment of Mr. Bentwich (who was educated at Cam. 
bridge and the Teachers’ Training College, London), there are now three 
Jewish inspectors. The other two are Mr. A. Yellin (son of Mr. David 


Yellin, President of the Jewish National Council), and Mr. J. L. Bloom, 
both Palestinians. 


Trachoma in the Jewish Colonies. 
NO CASES DURING SUMMER. 
[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM. 


According to the report of the Circuit Ophthalmologist of the 
liadassah Medical Organisation, there has been this summer not a single 
case of trachoma—a disease of the eyes very prevalent in Palestine —in 
any of the Jewish colonies of Judea. 


Postmen’s Attire in Palestine.

Considerable interest has been evoked in the postal service. liitbherto 
postman and telegraph messengers had been clad in ordinary drill khaki, 
with Turkish grey kalpacks for headgear, but from the Ist of November 
{anniversary of the introduction of new stamps and new currency into 
the country), all postmen and messenger-boys have been attired in 
English uniform—concave helmet, blue tunics and trousers with red- 
braid trimmings. To see the familiar English postman’s uniform against 
the Oriental background of the Holy City, and mixed among arresting 
types, is to be vouchsafed a sight of the incongruous. How soon will 


it be before we see the British “bobby’s” uniform among the local 
constabulary ? 


To Defend Jewish Rights 
[From our Corresy ondent—J ERUSALEM.} 


Active canvassing is proceeding among various elements of the local 
Jewish Community for membership to the new association known as 
“ Zechutanu” (Our Right), which is designed to furnish free legal assist- 
ance to all Jewish applicants who have claims against the Government 
or other bodies, and who desire their cases to be carried to the highest 
courts. The membership fee is five shillings per annum, and it is 
expected that thousauds of people will enrol. 

The participation of prominent lawyers has been assured, and these 
‘will give their services free in any legitimate case. In Palestine, where 
s0-calied transgressions of Jewish rights and prerogatives are unhappily 


an almost daily occurrence, an institution of this nature will be of in. 
comparable benefit. 


Mr. Jabotinsky’s New Appointment. 


EDITORSHIP OF PALESTINE DAILY. 


Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky has been appointed Editor of the Doar 
HayoM, the only one of the three Hebrew dailies appearing in Palestine 
which is published in Jerusalem. An agreement has been signed under 
which Jabotinsky becomes Editor of the paper for two years with a com. 
pletely new staff. 

The former editor, Mr. ltammar Ben-Avi, son of the famous Hebrew 
Lexicographer, the late Eliezer Ben- Yehuda, is retiring in order to devote 
himself to work in connection with the PALESTINE WEEKLY, the English 
‘periodical issued by the “ Hassolel” publishing Company. 


Jerusalem Electricity Concession. 
NEW COMPANY FORMED. 


[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM. } 

A new company, the Jerusalem Electric and Public Service Corpora. 
tion, Limited, has been formed with an authorised capital of £500,000 for 
the purpose of working the Mavrommatis electricity concession in Jeru- 
salem. The new company purchased the Mavrommatis concession from 
the Power Securities Corporation, Limited, together with certain other 
rights for a sum of £60,000, 

The concession is for a period of forty-four years, the High Com. 
‘Missioner of Palestine having the power to extend it for another sixteen 
years. 

Among the Directors of the new Company are Sir Archibald B. Boyd 
Carpenter, M.P., and Sir John H. B. Noble, Bart.

AN INTERESTING VENTURE. 


Mr. Aaron S. Elberg, the Honorary Secretary of the Colony 
B’nei Brak, and Vice-President of that Colony’s Bank for Agricultura 
and Industry in Palestine, visited England recently for the purpose of 
interesting people in the latter enterprise, The B’nei Brak colony is 
one of the most interesting ventures in modern Jewish Palestine. 
It consists of a group of 200 families, settled near Tel-Aviv, engaged in 
developing the textile industry, which is carried on in the factory 
“Barkei.” In addition to the manufacture of clothing, other home 
industries are carried on in the colony including carpets, celluloid and 
tannery. Mr. Elberg, who is well-known in Polish Zionist circles, is 
now engaged in obtaining support in this country for his bank, 


The Dead Sea Concession. 
FEARS OF UNSATISFACTORY MONOPOLY. 


At a meeting of the Middle and Near East Association held last 
week, the subject of the lecture was “ Concessions in Palestine.” The 
Chairman was Captain Bennett, J.P. : 

Lord Dainsfort emphasised the national importance of the Dead Se 
for the English nation as well as for all the world. and urged the audience 
to be on guard against the shares of any company being monopolised by 
any private individuals without certain limitations being madeas totheir 
profits, countries of export and also the participation of the people of 
Palestine in the gains obtained. It was, he said, beyond his compre- 
hension why the terms of the concession were not disclosed by the 
Government and the name of the company financially backing the under- 
taking announced. 

Sir William Beech Thomas mentioned that in the course of the War, 
potash, which can be extracted from the Dead Sea in extraordinirily 
large quantities, went up in price from £8 10s. per ton to £110. 

Dr. Annie Hommer, the consulting chemist, said she had been 
interested in the Dead Sea conces:ion since 1916 and applied to the War 
Office in 1918 with the suggestion of exploiting the potash of the Dead 
Sea. She further said that a formal tender has been submitted by her 
after the Colonial Office advertised for it and it had been turned down 
because the financial backing was withdrawn on account of a continuous 
intensive propaganda on the part of Germany and others. 

Mr. Hazzan (of the Egyptian Legation in London) urged the audience 
to watch carefully the purchasers of the concession, mentioning that he 
was well aware of Mr. Novomeysky being a Jew backed by the Zionist 
Organisation. 

Mr. Montague Bell spoke in favour of the Novomeysky-Tulloch 
concession. He pointed out that the Government is not at all certain 
about the possibilities of the extraction of potash from the Dead Sea and 
the subject having been discussed many times was found to be highly 
speculative. For these reasons he did not see why feclings should run 
high if the concession were granted to those persons who were perfectly 
entitled to it, — 


Law Courts in Palestine. 


HOW JUSTICE IS SOUGHT. 


Mr. George Webber, LL.B., Lecturer in Law at the Victoria University 
of Manchester, lectured to the West End Jewish Literary Society on 
Sunday, on “Jewish Legal Activities in Pales:ine,” in the Vestry Room 
of the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater 
Road, W. The President of the Society, Mrs. George Joseph, presided, 

Mr. Webber, in the course of his lecture, dealt with the Jewish National 
Courts which, he said, could bo divided into three groups: (1) The 
Rabbinical Courts; (2) the Arbitration Courts; and 3) the Workers’ 
Courts. The Rabbinical Courts had only complete jurisdiction in marriage 
and divorce, alimony and confirmation of Jewish wills. Se far as other 
matters were concerned, they only had jurisdiction by consent. There 
were Rabbinical Courts established now in eight cities. There was a 
Court of Appeal in Jerusalem, which was chosen by a Jewish Assembly 
in Palestine, two-thirds of whom were Rabbis. The ordinary Court met 
twice a week, and the Court of Appeal once. One of the rules was that 
a case brought by an orphan had precedence in hearing over a case 
brought by a widow because they read ssp5y3 pin’. A suit brought by 
a woman had precedence over a case brought by a man. After the 
arguments had been heard on both sides by the Beth Din, it was 
the duty of the Judges to advise the parties concerned to ,settle 
the dispute themselves. As far as he could gather there was 
a right of appeal in every case. Among the rules was that one 
was forbidden to sit as a judge if related to any particular party 
or if one were a partner or guardian of a particular party. A person 
who had committed perjury was forever disqualified from giving evidence 
which must be verbal, not written. The Jewish Arbitration Courts 


own wbwey the first of which was formedin Jaffa in 1910, now had 
branches in fifteen settlements, and there was a complete system with 
rules of procedure. In 1922the Courts of Arbitration were constituted 
and in Tel-Aviv there was an Arbitration Court of Appeal. The judg- 
ments of these Courts, however, were unenforcible. The arbitrators 
were laymen, except in the Supreme Court, where the Secretary and the 
President were both lawyers. The arbitrators were elected yearly, 
while those on the Court of Appeal were elected by the Vaad 
Leumi. While the Rabbinical Courts of Palestine to-day were almost 
exclusively concerned with family law, the Arbitration Courts were 
coming to beconcerned with what might be called labour, industrial 
and commercial law, the law of landlord and tenant, master and 
servant, and so on. The Jewish lawyers of Palestine were <is- 
satisfied on one account with the Government Courts which, when they 
gave their decisions did so in a sentence without giving a reasons 
There had been within about twenty years, said Mr. Webber, approxi- 
mately 20,000 judgments of the Jewish Arbitration Courts of Palestine, 
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and it was recently said that an attempt would shortly be made to begin 
to codi’y and systematise those judgments. The Jewish Courts felt that 
the Roman law laid down the principle of the freedom of the individual, 
and that English and German law had added to it the sanctity of con. 
tract. They felt that Jewish law not merely regarded the sanctity of 
the contract and the freedom of the individual, bat laid more insistence 
upon equity and social justice. Jewish lawyers felt that the law should 
be administered as a set of rules with a viéw to social justice. A few 
years ago the Workers’ Courts were established. These Courts were not 
national but domestic Courts. The organisation contained 50,000 mem- 
bers. The system in force in these Courts was rather rudimentary at 
the moment, and one could not tell exactly how they were going to 
develop. This year there had been constituted an organisation of Jewish 
Advocates in Palestine, and a resolution was passed at the meeting, at 
which there were fifty-four present, that it should be the duty of every 
member to plead before any Court in Hebrew. This resolution was 
passed by a majority of twenty-three; one voted against the motion, 
while twenty abstained. Another interesting resolution passed was that 
it was desirable that women should be allowed to practice as lawyers in 
Palestine. 


On the motion of Mr. Robert Solomon, seconded by Mrs. George 
Joseph, a‘vote of thanks was accorded the lecturer.

Parliamentary Government in Palestine. 
- 
AT MANDATORY POWER'S DISCRETION. 


The Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations 
concluded its fourteenth session at Geneva last week. It was decided, 
after consideration of the petition from the Palestine Arab Executive 
asking for the establishment of a representative Parliamentary system 
of government in Palestine, that the question must beleft tothe judg- 
ment of the Mandatory Government. 

The next session of the League of Nations Council will open on 
December 10th, but the report of the Mandates Commission, with the 
details of the discussions and decisions on petitions examined, will not 


be published until it is presented to the following meeting of the Council 
in March. 


New Land Acquisition at Haifa. 


REALISATION OF ZIONIST DREAM. 


The Haifa Bay area has come permanentiy into the possession of the 
Jewish people through a big new acquisition of land by the Jewish 
National Fund. The Directors of the Jewish National Fund announce 
that out of an areaof about 27,000 dunams of land along the coast between 
‘Haifa and Acre, 22,000 dunams have been transferred to the Jewish 
National Fund, and 5,000 dunams to the Palestine Economic Corpora- 
tion. The Jewish National Fund previously possessed only 11,000 
Gunams in the area. As a result of close co-operation with the 
Palestine Economic Corporation of America (the organisation formed 
_by the 1925 Non-Partisan Conference in New York, of which Mr. 
-Bernard Flexner is President, and Mr. Louis Marshall and Lieutenant- 

Governor Herbert H. Lehman are Vice-Presidents), the Jewish National 
‘Fund has now increased its total territory along the coast line from Haifa 
to Acre to 33,000 dunams. 

It has always been a Zionist hope to have this area in Jewish hands. 
Herzl, in his “ Alt-Neuland,” spoke of this part of Palestine as being 
especially important. 

The building of the Haifa Harbour, which is expected to be the 


export outlet for [raq, will make the area an important industrial centre 
with an extensive agricultural hinterland. 


Kasher Meat Dispute in Tel-Aviv. 
RABBI SONNENFELD'S LICENCES. 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM. 

Much comment has been aroused in Tel-Aviv in connection with the 
Action ofthe Agudat Yisrael leader, Rabbi Sonnenfeld, in licensing certain 
butchers not under the supervision of the Chief Rabbinate, who are 
known to sell Trefa meat to Arabs. The revelation has caused 
much surprise in view of the repeated representations of the Agudat 
Yisrael and Rabbi Sonnenfeld to the Government that their followers 


need a separate Community, as they cannot rely on the Kashrut of the 
Shechita under the control of the Chief Rabbinate. 


Land of Israel News Items. 
> 


THE Palestine Foundation Fund (Keren Hayesod) received during the 


month of October contributions amounting to £21,661, as against £31,234 
received in the previous month. 


THE beggars who sit at the Wailing Wall and in the adjacent lanes 
have been. summoned to the offices of the Deputy District Commissioner, 
where fifteen of them were questioned with regard to their citizenship, 
duration of residence in Palestine and particularly their justification for 
sitting at the Wall. It is believed that this action has been taken in 
connection with the proposed issue of an order prohibiting begging in 
Jerusalem. ‘The position of Arab stall-holders is also being investigated 
with a view to a better regulation of street traffic. 


THE second of the two Arabs arrested in October for beating Jews 
worshipping on the Sabbath at the Wailing Wall, has been sentenced to 
one month's imprisonment.

INQUIRY COMMISSION'S PRELIMINARY WORK. 
[COMMUNICATED. 


Parsuant to a decision of the Fifteenth Congress, the Genera! Council 
in Jaly, 1928, appointed a Commission to examine questions bearing on 
organisation and propaganda, consisting of the following: Dr. B. Feiwel, 
Professor 8S. Brodetsky, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Messrs. M. Grossman, 
Dov Hos and M. Schiff. Mr. F. Rosenbineth, member of the Zionist 
Exeentive, is acting as Chairman, Dr. L. Lanterbach (Secretary of the 
Organisation Department) as Secretary. 

As a first step, the Commission—which is working in close contact 
with the Executive—has set itself the task of carrying out the inquiry and 
organising the Conference contemplated by the General Council. The 
initial work has been the issuing of a comprehensive questionnaire intended 
to appeal to every section of the Zionist public and to elicit from Zionists 
and Zionist bodies observations and concrete proposals on any of the 
questions forming the subject of the inquiry. Broadly speaking, the 
numerous and detailed questions call for suggestions for strengthening 
and stimulating the Zionist Organisation and improving and extending 
Zionist propaganda. 

The Commission will publish summaries of the opivions expressed 
by correspondents, and at the close of the written inquiry which, it is 
anticipated, will occupy two to three months, a Cunference will be 
convened-—-if possible in the spring of 1929--to clear up certain questions of 
epecial importance. 

The material gathered in the course of the inquiry and the conference, 
will be used as a foundation for concrete proposals which, wherever 
possible, will be submitted to the Sixteenth Congress. 


South African Support for Zionism. 


MANIFESTO BY PROMINENT PUBLIC MEN. 


The Administrator of the Transvaal, Mr. Jan H. Hofmeyr, has sent 
to Mr. A. M. Abrahams, President of the South African Zionist Federation, 
a letter expressing sympathy with the Zionist Movement and enclosing 
a manifesto signed by thirteen wen prominent in the political and cultural 
life of the country. He says: 

The public interest aroused in the Zionist Movement during the reeent 
visit of Colonel F. H. Kisch has seemed to some of us to offer an opportunity to 
take action in South Africa on similar lines to those which have recently been 
followed in all the important countries in Europe in the way of giving expres- 
sion to the sympathy of non-Jews with Jewish national aspirations. .— 

I have therefore drawn up a manifesto indicative of sympathy with Zionist 
ideals, and this manifesto, which has been signed by men who hold positions 
of importance and influence in South Africa, I have much pleasure in trans- 
mitting to you. In it the signatories have indicated their neaaibees to assist in 
the realisation of those ideals, subject of course to the limitations imposed upon 
them by the positions which they respectively occupy. 

You will note that the signatories include prominent men in oar politica! 
life, both im the ranks of the Government and of the Opposition, the Adminis- 


trators of the four provinces, the Vice-Chancellor of the four South African 
Universities 


and prominent men in the ecclesiastical world. : 
Jam happy to have been the instrument in securing this important expree- 
sion of sympatby with the great ideals which the Zionist Organisation seeks to 


realise. 

The manifesto, which expresses sympathy with and readiness to 
assist in the realisation of the ideals of the Zionist Movement, says: “ In 
ail the annals of the world there have been few things as impressive in 
their challenge to the imagination or of such abiding historical) signific- 
ance as the preservation by the Jewish people of its national identity. 
The Hebrew nation has in the past given gifts to humanity—they have 
been gifts of the spirit rather than of the strong arm. By the rendering 
of these gifts it has made humanity its debtor. So it may well again be 
in the future. Palestine, as the National Home of the Jewish people, 
seems destined to play a great part in the world’s affairs. It is for that 
reason that we see in the re-establishment of the Jewish people in Pales. 
tine an event fraught with consequences of great significance and value 
to the world, and we therefore desire hereby to signify our readiness, 
when the occasion may arise, to render such assistance as we are able 
to promote the realisation of the ideal of the Jewish National Home. 
We wish our signatures to be regatded as token of our Willingness to 


serve as members of a Committee with the object indicated above, 
which may be brought into action when the time for such action presents 
itself.”

At the Queen's Hotel, on Thursday in last week, under the auspices 
of the local Lodge of the Independent Order of B'uvai D'rith, a banquet 
was given to the Lord Mivyor.and the civic anthorities. The Prosident, 
Mr. D. |. Sandelson, 0.B.E., was in the Chair, and among those present, 
in addition to the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress were the Deputy Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress, the Rev. J. G. Sutherland, Councillor and 
Mrs. Clarke, Mr. R. R.. Whittaker, Editor of the YorksHire Evenina 
Post, and Mr. W. L. Andrews, Editor of the Le cpa Mercury. 

The toast of The Civic Authorities,” was proposed by the President, 
who said that the main task of the B'nai Brith was torear Jewish com. 
munities which should possess the characters to which they were entitled 
as the inheritors alike of the two great traditions of Judaism and British 
citizenship. Au Laogiish Jew best served hisJudaism by living up to the 
highest of Engiish citizenship, and he conld best fullll and most 
usefully express himself as an English citizen by living up to the tenets 
of his Judaism. A little more thana year ago, added the President, the 
Jews in Leeds were refused admission to Mas mic craft, bat they noticed 
with satisfaction that during the past year, Lord Lascelles had cuonse- 
crated a new Lodge in which that barrier had been broken. 

The Lord Mayor, in responding, said that it was his intention 
duting his year of ollice to pay a visit to every religious organisation in 
the City, and he was very pleased to be present at that function. The 
movement which had recently been initiated in Leeds for a better and 
higher sense of citizenship was bearing fruit, and he was delighted to 
know that the Jcowishcom tunity was associating itself so conscientiously 
in that great and important step. It was the fanction of every religion 
to instil the idea of true citizensh’p into the the mings of its adherents. 
He was aware the Jewish nation had been largely rosponsible in the 
past for the spreading ©' spirttuality in the world, and he was boping 
that the message which they had in this way given to ali the other 
nations, would result in the up-lifting o! the people generaliy. 

The Rev. J. G. Satherland, in proposing the toast of “the B'nai 
B'rith,” said that his social work brought him very largely into touch 
with Jewish people, more particularly with the parents of the young. 
He was very grateful for the generous manner in whic he had received 
assistance from the Jews for many of his activities on belalf of the non- 
Jewish poor. ' 

Major Milner, in supporting the toast, said that he was giad to see 
that the Jews of Leeds were becoming more prominently connected with 
civic life than had hitherto been the case. He paid a tribute to the good 
work which was being done by the B'nai B'rith. 

Professor Dr. 5S. Brodetsky, in responding, alluded to the recent 
gesture which had been m ide by all the religious bolies in the city, ia 
the interests of a higher civic consciousness, and it was a special j»y to 
him to see that the Jewish peop‘e were associating themselves so whole- 
heartedly in the movement. 

Councillor H. Morris, who also responded, emphasised the fac: that 
Jews were as desirous as all the other c:tizens to add their contribution 
towards promoting the welfare and progress of the city. 

The toast of “The Leeds Jewish Community ” was proposed by Mr. 
R. R. Whittaker, Editor of the YORKSHIRE EVENING Post, who declared 
that there was no real autagonism between the Jewish mind and Angio- 
Saxon mind. The Jews were hard-working people and were the big 
leaders of the world in industry and flaance. 

Mr. W. L. Andrews, F litorof THE LEtDs MERCURY, in supporting the 
toast, said that the spirit of the evening seemed to have been that of the 
scriptural text, ~ Friendship is the medicine of life.” They who were 
non-Jewish, could not emphasise too strongly bow much they owed to the 
Jews for their examples of ethical strength and purity of domes‘ic 
virtues.

Old Hebrew Congregation. 

My attention bas been called to tho fact, writes our correspondent, 
that | was in error with regard to the figures relating to the membership 
of the Congregation given in the report in your last issue. I had at 
the moment overlooked the unusual system which is in force in that 
Congregation, namely, the division of its male secatholders into two 
sharply divided groups, that is to say, the so-called “Free Members ” 
who alone have the vote, and the seatholiJers, other than “ Free Members,” 
who are voteless. The recently issued report of the Congregation shows 
that 298 seats are rented in the body of the Synagogue, while the printed 
list of “Free Members” of the Congregation shows that there are 184 
persons who are “ Free Members” and thus alone entitled to vote. It 
will therefore be scen that 68 out of 184 persons exercised their vote, 
while over one-third of the total number of male seatholders had no voice 
in the matter whatsoever. These seatholders are summoned to no 
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mectings except for the purpose of electing a deputy to the Deputies of 
British Jews, which as a matter of fact is the case not in virtue «f the 
constitution of the Synagogue, butofthat ofthe Deputies. Since my last 
communication the avhole situation has been greatly clarified by the letter 
from Mr. Herbert J. Davis which appeared Jast Friday in your columns. 
Mr. Davis is the Hon. Solicitor to the Old Hebrew Congregation, ani thus 
is its standing adviser on constitutional matters; and it will be noted 
from his letter that he takes the view that to receive the assent of the 
majority of the “Free Members” is essential for the revisions to “be 
carried into effect.” Mr. Davis has clearly distinguished between the 
adoption of revisions by the Committee and the “assent of the majority 
of the ‘Free Members,’” which he apparently considers an essential 
condition if the revisions are to “be carried into effect.” Thistimely pro- 
nouncement has, I understand, done much to dispel a misunderstanding 
with regard to the effect of the decision at the last meeting of “lree 
Members,” which, until the appearance of Mr. Davis's letter, has been 
very prevaicnt.

The human body had in it the soul, 
which was immortal, and in some way, which was not revealed, reward 
and punishment were to come, in a form they could not guess and would 
never know until they experienced it. It was a.fact that Judaism depre- 
cated any attempt to discover by any means, what lay behind the veil.

Permanent Aliens Act Drafted. 
HOME SECRETARY'S STATEMENT. 

In the House of Commons, on Friday, the Home Sccretary, bdSire 
William Joynson-Hicks, announced that he intends to introduce in 
the next session a Bill to make the administration of the Aliens 
Act permanent. The Bill, he said, is already in draft. As regards 
undesirable aliens, those destitute, or having criminal antecedents, there 
must be some organisation to keepthemout. There area certain number 
who are refused permission to land, continued the Home Secretary, but 
such refusals under “my harsh jurisdiction” were fewer than under that of 
Mr. Henderson, the Labour Home Secretary. Sir William gave the following 
figures as to the aliens who were refased permission to land: 1925, 5,173; 
1924, 2,485; 1925, 2,414; 1926, 1,943; 1937, 2,008; 1928, 1,534. The 
number of deportations were: 1923, 351; 1924, 228; 1925, 256; 1926, 230; 
1927, 285; 1923, 202. Of these deportations 1,293 were made on the 
direct recommendations of courts or summary jurisdictions, and the 


remainder were dealt with after more careful investigation by the Home 
Secretary.

With regard to their chief product, Coalite Smokeless Fue!, he was in the 
hap] y position of being able to report progress of the most satisfactory and 
eficouraging nature. They would have no difficulty to-day in disposing of 
their entire output several times over, and he might add that H.M.’s Office of 
Works had placed a large contract for Coalite for use in various Government 
Departments. | 

Coalite was now well established as the national smokeless fuel. with almost 
unlimited prospects ; and not a ton of Coalit2 could be sold in this or any other 
country for many years to come without paying tribute totheirCompany. The 
action of the South Metropolitan Gas Company in taking a licence to use the 
Company's process was regarded in the cas making and coal industries as 
being of the utmost significance. Negotiations were proceeding in connection 
with a further works on the north bank of the Thames, and interesting 
developments were pending in the U.S.A. 

In conclusion, the Chairman said: I cannot conclude withont paying a 
tribute to the valuable help, far exceeding our anticipations, which has been 
rendered to your Compauy by our Managing Director, Colonel Bristow. 
(Applause.) Believe me, Jadies and gentlemen, he has changed completely the 
picture before us. Granting Colone! Bristow normal health, we can look for- 
ward, under his management, toa great future. I now move “ That the report 
of the Directors and the audited accounts for the period ended 3ist Jaly, 1928, 
be and are hereby adopted.” I willask Mr. Langham Reed to second that motion. 

Mr. H. Langham Reed seconded the motion, and the Chairman having 
replied to some questions, it was put to the meeting and carried unanimously. 

Colonel. W. A. Bristow, M.LE.E., M.LA.E., F.RAc.S. (the Managing 
Director), sas! that the report of H.M. Iaspector of Mines for the year 1927 
remarked: ‘A low temperature plant is to be erected at the Askern Main 
Colliery. and itis in the direction of increasing the value of the mine prodact 
thee the salvation of the industry lies.’ It was the first time that he, the 
speaker, ever remembered a Government Report referring to one special! private 
enterprise such as they were conducting, and alluding to it as being possibly 
the only salvation of a very great industry. It wasa matter of regret that, at 
the moment, capital availabic in the coal indastry for development was on the 
short side. But for that fact the Board would now be in a position to 
announce the conclusion of several further contracts for the erection of 
plant at coliieries. There was, however, evidence that that state of things had 
passed, and he would not be at ali surprised if, long before the next 
meeting, there would be several of the Company’s plants established at some 
of the largest collieries in the country. ‘The position in regard to oil was very 
much better than a year ago in view of the rebate of 4d. a gallon on all motor 
fue! prodaced from home-made oils. They were erecting at Barugh the most 
modern petro! plant in the country, and the revenue from their petrol, which 
was superior to any sold in the country to-day as No. 1, would be more than 
doubled as soon as that plant gottgoing. So far as Coalite was concerned, they 
might regard the works at Barugh as the lever by which they were going to open 
up the whole of the world for the sale of Coalite and smokeless fuel generally. 
Coalite was accepted everywhere as being the greatest smokeless fuel in the 
world, auld wwe enormous number of orders the Company was now receiving was 
causing them the utmost embarrassment. Continuing, Col. Bristow said: We 
have cancelled contracts right and left in order to supply the household con. 
sumer; we will not allow any to be sent out of the country; we have refused 
to take up any new distribators at all, and this morning I got the daily report 
from our works, which shows that we are 1,000 track; behind. in the 
delivery of urgent orders. This time next year the position will, I 
hope, be different, inasmuch as there will bo several works in produc. 
tion instead of only our smal! works at Baragh, bat [anticipate that for 
many years to come the demand wil! increase at such arate that there will 
be an enormous scope for anybody who will come into the business and put up 
a Coalite works. It must, however, be a Coalite Works. There have been 
many statements lately as to the wonderful fuels that are going to be made by 
other processes, som: of which, it must bo apparent, are not going to produce 
smokeless domestic fuel at all. The public do not want briquettes; they will 
not burn them. One company that uscd to make briquettes has shut down 
because they cannot sell them. 

Councillor W. Melland, J.P., speaking as Chairman of the Smoke Abate- 
ment League of Great Britain, which is concerned with the purification of the 
atmosphere of this country, said that they admired the splendid pioneer work 
which this Company had achieved, and wished it the greatest success in the 
future. Up tothe present more attention had been paid to the question of 
industrial smoke, but they believed that the question of domestic smoke 
was equally important, that preety being the greatest sinner of the 
two. iately the League had sent out an important and interesting 

uestionnaire on the question of smokeless fuel to a large number of 

ouseholders, as it was of the greatest importance to get their point 
of view, and he thought the meeting would be interested to hear a 
few extracts from the replies. Of those who burned smokeless fuels 97 per 
cent. stated that they considered the fuels better than, or at least equal to, 
coal. With regard to the heat prodaced—and this was in agreement with the 
well-established facts —the radiant energy of Low Temperature fuel was con- 
sideyably higher than that of coal. Eighty-one per cent. of those who received 
the questionnaire stated that the fuels were cleaner than coal and only 21 per 
cent. found a greater quantity of ash. The absence of cinders was frequently 
commented upon. That, of course, depended upon the quality of coal 
which had been used previously, but it showed that, on the whole, smoke- 
less fuels were more free from ash than the average household coals. 
Only & per cent. found that the fires needed more cleaning out, but 80 per cent. 
stated that there was a considerable saving in that respect. 92 per cent. found 
that cooking on the fire was as good or probably better than with coal. 86 per 
cent. of those who rephed—and this was very important—stated that they were 
not going to use coal in future but were going to use smokeless fuel. There 
seemed to be an overwhe!ming opinion in favour of it on account of its cleanli- 
ness. Of those who replied 40 per cent. could not find one disadvantage, but of 
those who did the cost was th® main point. They in the League were 
looking forward very much to the time when the Company could put their 
fuel on the market at a cheaper rate than it was to-day, and no doubt that 
would be done when the output was in a thoroughly healthy condition. 
The ordinary person in the street was not interested in smokeless fuel; he 
looked to his first cost. It was therefore, of prim: importance to bring down 
the cost to an attractive figure.

HOW MUCH IS INVOLVED? 

On Tuesday in the House of Commons, Sir J. Gilmour, Secretary of 
State for Scotland (Glasgow, Pollok), replying to Mr. Day (Southwark, Central, 
Lab.) and Mr. Maclean (Glasgow, Govan, Lab.), said:— The total costs 
incurred by the Crown in respect of the Slater appeal amounted to £272 2s. 11d, 
I have no definite information as to the total costs incurred by the appellant. 

In further reply to the same hon. members, Sir J. Gilmour said :—In 
determining the amount of the payment. to Mr. Slater, regard was had to 
previous cases where it appeared that persons who had served a period of 
imprisonment should not. have been convicted. The Scottish Office has a 
record of only two previous cases where payments were made by the Exchequer 
in respect of wrongfal convictions in Scotland. In neither of these cases 
were the circumstances very comparable to the Slater case, Regard was, 
therefore, had to various English cases, including the cases of Brannaghan 
and Murphy, who in 1888 each received a free pardon and £800 after serv ing 
nine years; Betk, who in 1904 received a free pardon in respect of two 
convictions and £5,000 after serving about 5} years; Edalji, who in 1907 
received a free pardon but no compensation after serving about 3} years ; 
and Mrs. Gooding, whose two convictions were quashed by the Court of 
Criminal Appeal in 1921, end who received £20) after spending rather over 
cight months in prison. Consideration is given to all the circumstances 
of individual cases, including the possiblity of expense having been incurred 
by the person concerned. 

Mr. Day.—Can the right hon. gentleman say whether in any of those 
cases the prisoner was almost executed (loud laughter); almost went to the 
gallows? (Renewed laughter.) No reply was given. Mr. Maclean asked 
whether the right hon. gentleman intended to make any inquiry as to the 
legal costs incurred by Slater in having his sentence quashed so that the 
House might be able to compare the actual sum he received as compensation 
with the sums awarded in the precedents quoted. Sir J. Gilmour.—No, Sir. 
The compensation which was given was given to cover all the circumstances, 
and was so accepted. Mr. Maclean asked how it could be said that the 
compensation was given after taking all the circumstances intu consideration 
when the richt hon. gentleman had admitted that he did not know what 
Slater's legal expenses were. The Speaker pointed out that a supplementary 
Estimate for the sum was to come before the House, and that would be 
the proper oecasion to debate the subject. Mr. B. Smith ( Rotherhithe. Lab.) 
asked if the right hon. gentleman could say whether the expenses incurred 
in any of the cases he had quoted were on anything like the seale of those 
incurred in Slater's case. Sir J. Gilmour.—No, Sir. But in judging all 
these matters there is a certain element of knowledge in the Department 
of what the ordinary run of costs may be in particular cases. Naturally, 
all these things are taken into consideration, but these payments must not be 
taken as being divided into heads and sub-heads. It is a lump sum paid 
to cover all the circumstances. 

In vesterday’s Jewish World, the Editor; commenting on this question 
of Oscar Slater's costs, writes 

‘A great deal of nonsense was indulged in last week in the House of 
(Commons, when the question was raised of the costs which Oscar Slater 
has incurred in connection with his recent appeal. ‘The echo of the nonsense 
reverberated through the Press and did not decrease in volume in the process. 
I am bound to say that it occurs to me that much of the misunderstanding 
would have been avoided had the Scottish. Secretary, Sir John Gilmour, 
found himself able to give to the House the true facts of the matter. It 
seems to have been supposed that Slater was left to pay the whole of the 
costs of the appeal and that they amounted to a sum virtually, if not actually, 
equivalent to the grant which had been made to him by the Government. 
That is not so, Slater was made liable for his own costs only, and not for 
any incurred by the Crown in the appeal. 

* That, | have always thought, was grossly unfair to Slater, because 
he won the case, and if it had been a civil cause, his costs would have gone 
with the verdict. To suggest, however, that they amount to anything like 
£6,000-——the sum granted to him—is absurd. What they actually amount 
to | am not quite certain, because, | was informed not long ago, the solicitors 
had not then delivered their bill. But I gather that Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 
who guaranteed the solicitors payment of their charges, estimated them to 
be about £1,000. Of this, however, nearly £700 was collected by Tue 
Jewisn Cnronicie, and so there remains (if the figure given me is correct) 
about £300 for which Sir Arthur is liable as guarantor. But Mr. Slater 
told me, when I saw him recently, that he was in no way wishful of cluding 
ms liability, but that he had not received the solicitors’ account; and I 
could not blame him for not paying before he had done so. Anyway, £1,000 
jooks like a liberal guess of what the costs ought to be in the circumstances, 
and I do not believe that even Scottish solicitors, who are noted for their 
heavy charges, could make them six times the amount of the estimate to 


which I refer.”

Jewish V.C.’s Claim.—In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. Justice 
Horridge, Mr. Leonard Keysor, \.(., of Maida Vale, sued Mr. G. B. SamveEt- 
son, the film producer, of Wardour Street, London, for damages for personal 
injuries and alleged breach of contract. Mr. J. D. Cassels, K.C., said that 
Mr. Keysor was one of the four men of the Hebrew faith who had won the 
V.C. in the war. Since his return his house had been entered by burglars, who 
stole his V.C., which they returned afterwards. Mr. Kevsor received the 
Victoria Cross for an act of bravery in August, 1915, while serving as a private 
with the Ist Battalion of the Australian Imperial Forces in the trenches at 
Gallipoli. He was taking part in the making of a film to be entitled * For 
Valour’ at Mr. Samuelson’s studios at Isleworth in October, 1927, when 
through an explosion of a bomb, his jaw was fractured, and his left arm and 
knoe were damaged. Mr. Keysor alleged that Mr, Samuelson was negligent 


in taking the film, and that in consequence he was in hospital for five and a 
half weeks, and had been rermanently disfigured. Mr. Semuelson denic<d 
negligence or that there had been any breach of contract. The jury awarded 
Mr. Keysor £675 damages, and judgment was entered accordingly. 


Loan to Bookmaker.—In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. Justice 
McCardie, Francis St. John Austin, of Upper Richmond Road, Putney, sued 
Mark Jacons, of Colosseum Terrace, Albany Street, N.W., for £150, balanc> 
due on an 1.0.U. Mr. Austin, a tourist clerk, said that at Wembley Stadium, 
on March 11, he lent Jacobs £175 to enable him to carry on his business as a 
bookmaker. Plaintiff said that Jacobs signed the 1.0.U., and next day 
sent to him a telegraph money order for £25. Commenting upon letters in 
which a suggestion was made that Mr. Ausiin would put the matter into tho 
hands of a police officer, Mr. Justice McCardie asked, ** Did you want to 
blackmail the man into paying?” Mr. Austin denied this. “I was going 
to charge him with fraud at first,” he said, “* because he said the money was 
loat.”’ Jacobs, in the box, said that on March 6 he met Austin and a man 
named Waken, who had been putting £50 on dogs “ on information received 
from the men at the kennels.” They askea him to do their business for them, 
as the bookmakers kept them waiting. Subsequently arrangements were 
made that he should back dogs for them, and that they should have equal 
shares in the profits. He denied that he said he wanted money, or that he 
asked them to finance him to meet his liabilities. On March 11, when he was 
very ill, Austin and two others threatened him with the police. He wes in 
great pein and gave them the L.0.U. He afterwards wrote admitting the 
debt. **} was being threatened,” he seid, “and I thought it would keep 
them quiet.” Mr. Justice McCardie said he did not believe that. Jacobs was 
coerced into signing the 1.0.U. His letters were not consistent with tho 
story which hé had told in the court, and there must be judgment for the 
plaintiff for the amount claimed, with costs. 


treet Trading Summonses.—At Old Street, on Tuesday, Mr. Clarke 
Hall resumed the hearing of summonses by the Stepney Borough Council 
ayainst defendants for engaging in street trading without having been 
licensed. On the other hand, 54 street traders had summoned the Borough 
Council for refusing to grant them licences. The Borough Council wero 
represented by Mr. J. Schofield, K.C., and Mr. W. L. McCarty (Town Clerk). 
Mr. Clarke Hall said he was very much concerned about these cases. He 
did not know what was going to happen. Suppose he thought the Council 
had been wrong in their opinion about those fish cases in passing a general 
resolution that no one should be allowed to carry on the fish trade in a par- 
ticular street ? He might be wrong, but assuming thet he was right, what 
was going to happen? What did counsel say his powers were? That was 
anew Act. Mr. Schofield: I have been instructed to come to address you 
on the difficulty of administering the Act. Mr. Clarke Hall: Suppose | say 
that in a case the Council is wrong, and in the meantime a licence has been 
granted to another person, you cannot have two people on a particular spot. 
If I allow the appeal is not the Borough Council bound to grant the licence ? 
Mr. Schofield said that street trading had taken place in many districts, 
and there were police regulations which apparently in the particular area 
concerned had not been rigidly observed. Then the Act came along.. A 
person requiring a licence or a renewal of a licence had to make appliceticn 
to the Borough Council. He was not required and not enabled to state ary 
particular place in any particular street or area; the Act dealt with a strect 
as a whole or an area as a whole. Applications were received far in exces 
of the accommodation of the streets in question. After quoting figures, Mr. 
Schofield said some discrimination must. be exercised in granting licences. 
There was no room in Wentworth Street for the fish traders. The Committce 
had before them other applications for all the available space. Mr. Clarke 
Hall said it was borne out by the minutes which were put in that the Council 
came to the determination that no fishmonger should receive a licence for 
Wentworth Street. Was that correct ’ Mr. Schofield: Yes, but I thought 
that. there was a minute that the fish traders should go into Cobb Street. 

Mr. Thorn Drury, who appeared for Mr. Mark Hart, said whatever grounds 
his application was refused upon, it had been improperly refused on the 
grounds elleged. ‘The Magistrate remarked that all the fish cases would 
be adjourned till January 29. 

With respect to the case of Mr. Israel Share, who was represented by Mr. 
Frampton, Mr. Clarke Hall said an application was made by another man 
for a space, and it was stated that he had had a stall there for five years. Tho 
evidence was that the man had never had a stall at all, but used to sell things 
from a basket. If that was the evidence the Borough Council had been 
misled. It was not their fault that they had been misled by a false answer. 
if the facts were as had been stated it was the duty of the Borough Couneil to 
prosecute. ‘The case was adjourned till January 8. 

Mr. A. E. Robinson. for Mr. Nathan Sherman, said bis client wanted to 
occupy a site which was already vacant, and which he had occupied for 
twenty years on Sundays. It was in Goulston Street. This case was also 
adjourned till January 8. There was an undertaking given that there should 
be no interference with Mr. Share and Mr, Sherman in the meantime. 


Moneylender and Registrar.— At the Whitechapel County Court, Sotomon 
WerkiINDAM, of Whitechapel, a moneylender, was fined by Judge Cluer £4, 
or seven days’ imprisonment, for impudence to the Registrar. 1t was stated 
that in the course of a case before the Registrar he made some sarcastic 
remarks, and the latter reported him to the Judge. The moneylender said 
that he would go to prison and not pay the fine. 


Mistaken Identity.—_The case in which a mistake in identity led to an 
innocent man being charged, again came before Mr. Graham Campbell, on 
Monday, at Bow Street Police Court, when Mr. Baroven Heapis, 55, 4 


commercial traveller, of Pellerin Read, Stoke Newington, surrendered to 


his own bail in answer to the accusation. He was described by the pelice on 
the charge sheet as “alias J. Harris.’ The charge was one of “ stealing 
£5,000 from Mr. George Frederick Longhurst, at Cranbourn Street, W., on 
February 7, 1926, by means of substituting worthless stones for diamoncs 
valued at £9,000.” The charge was withdrawn. It was stated by Mr. 
Jonathan Harris, solicitor for the prosecution at the previous hearing, that 
Mr. Hegdis was picked out by a witness, Mr. Rose, from among ten other 
men, but that later Mr. Rose went to Vine Street and informed the polico 
that he had made a mistake. The magistrate said that last week an applica- 
tion was made for leave to withdraw the charge. He therefore followed the 
statutory course in such matters of sending the papers to the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, and remanding Mr. Hegdis on his own bail while inquiries 
were made. The Director had now notified him that he did not desire © 
intervene, and therefore the charge would be withdrawn, 
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Club Official’s Defaleations.—At the Central Criminal Court on Friday 
Avranam Lazarvs, 44, secretary, appeared before Judge Atherley Jones 
K.C., and pleeded guilty to certain charges of fraudulent conversion, of 
forgery. and of falsifying certain eccounts._-Mr. G. Cecil Whiteley, K.C., 
for the prosecution, said thet the frauds in question had heen carried on 
for a number of years, with the result that something like eleven 
thousand poor persons had been deprived of their money. The defendant, 
up to last March, said counsel, held the position of Grand President to a 
Jewish Friendly Society, of which there ss re five thousand members. He 
was also interested in a number of Jewish philanthropic societies, and 
was 2 member of the Jewish Board of Deputies. Everyone had complete 
confidence in his integritv. He was the paid secretary «f aout eight Jewish 
Friendly Society lodges, wes the secretary end proprietor of four loan or 
slate clubs, end was also the reputed owner of a number of millinery and 
drapery shops. There had been great difficulty, said counsel, in this case 
to arrive at the true facts, for the reason that the books did not show the 
actual state of affairs, and a large number of documents had been lost. The 
charges in the indictment were only typical of the way in which the frauds 
had been carried out. There was no separate banking account kept be 
the accused for any of the four clubs, but the amounts were paid into one 
banking account which he kept. Lazarus absconded from his office about 
March 13 this year, having failed to pay out what was due in 2 certain club. 
He returned to this country, and gave himself up. Counsel also mentioned 
that Lazarus wes an undischarged bankrupt. The defaleetiors in respect of 
the lodges amounted to £3,381, and that of the loan clubs was estimated at 
£1,560. The total loss therefore came to nearly £5,000, ell of which belonged 
to poor Jewish people. Counsel said that in 1900 Laezcrus appeared at the 
Central Criminal Court, and was bound over on four charges of false pre- 
tences and embezzlement which had been carried out over o period of vears. 

In reply to the Judge as to what was the origin of the frau’s. Detective- 
Sergt. Christopher said, “There is no doubt that he hes lent # lot of this 
monoy to other people in business. His solicitors sent mo 2 list showing 
that there was a sum of about £3,000 owing to him for money lent. I heve 
made inquiries, and | find that some of the smaller amounts dne were lent. 
but with regard to the larger sums the persons have died or heve left the 
country, and | have not been able to verify the statement.” The witness 
added that he had searched the prisoner's office, and had found books showing 
that he had carried on a money-lending business, although he was not a 
regutered moneylender. He had lent money to various persons cmounting 
to £1,000. 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson, addressing the Judge, said it was true that 
Lazerus had been convicted in 1909, but since then he had been living a 
perfectly upright and honest life until his present downfall. The defendant 
had tried to run the whole of the business himself, or with only the aid of a 
girl clerk. He got himself into difficulties, and for many veers he used io 
pay money into his own private account. In addition, he foolishly lent 
large sums of money to members, and in some ceses to officers of the various 
clubs. It was not, said counsel, a case where the defendant had made up 
his mind to take the money, but it was a case in which he got himaclf into 
such a tangle that it was im poasi ble for him to get out of it. There was no 

suggestion thet the money had been spent in riotous living, or thet he was 
' keeping up a lerge house and living beyond his means. “ 1 am instructed,” 
said Mr. Hotchinson, “that in March last Lazarus was ill and went abroad. 
Knowing that a warrant had been issued for his arrest, he immediately 
returned, and surrendered to the police.’ In pleading for leniency, counsel 
said such facts should be taken into consideration, and the defendant could 
not be looked upon as a man who had gone out to swindle the members of 
the various clubs with which he was concerned. 

In passing sentence of eighteen months’ hard labour, the Judge said 
that the crime to which Lazarus had pleaded guilty was a serious one. He 
had robbed the poor; he had been in a position of high trust, and that trust 
had been absolutely abused. Lazarus, added his Lordship, had displayed 
the greatest ingenuity in what he had done, and had committed his crimes 
ever a considerable period. 


Alleged Insulting Behaviour. —At Old Street Police Court on 
Friday, ALFRED GERSHON, 20, tailor, of 145, Fleur De Lis Street, 
Whitechapel, was charged on remand with insulting behaviour, whereby 
a »breach of the peace might have been occasioned, at Commercial 
Street. A police-sergeant said that the accused followed a young 
lady and spoke to her, and she resented it. While passing him 
(witness) accused kept behind but afterwards caught up again with the 
young lady and spoke to her. A girl, who entered the witness 
box, and asked that her name and address shonld not be published, 
said that the man followed her as she was going down Commercial 
Street. Hesaid: “ Youareiate.” Two policemen were walking down and 
accused stopped, and then she noticed him behind her agein. He said: 
“What is the hurry, miss’” She was in the uniform of a nurse. 
Accused (on oath) said he worked in his father’s business at Shepherd 
Strest. A little time ago he became acquainted with two or three 
girls who worked at a place near at hand. One of them had 
fair hair and was very like the young lady in court. It was 
rather dark on the night in question and he mistook the young lady 
for the girl of his acquaintance. He said “good evening” and 
continued to walk up Commercial Street. She was walking in the same 
direction, and he had not seen herface. He had nointention of insulting 
her. In reply to the magistrate, accused said the uniform the young lady 
was wearing was the same from the back as ordinary clothing, 

Mr. Clarke Hall said he regarded it as very serious for girls to 
- be interfered with in any way in the street. It was most important 
to that young lady, because she was living in that district and 
doing most useful work, and had to be about the streets at night. 
He was going to do his best to see that she and others similarly 
situated were not insulted. The police did the right thing in 
arresting the young man. At the same time he (the Magistrate) 
was not satisfied that accused intended to be deliberately insulting. But 
if he took the risk of talking to girls in Commercial Street withont 
knowing them, even if it were a mistake, he took a serious risk. The 
Magistrate said he did not wish to register a conviction, and he did not 
think accused meant any harm. The case would be discharged under 
the Probation Act, and Gershon would pay 10s. costs to the young lady 
for coming there that day.

“THE RUNAWAYS” (GARRICK). 

Life isa very downright simple and hearty affair down Devon way, 
80 Mr. Eden Phillpotts would have us believe. Or are London play- 
goers at fault for placing his delighful rural fancies, by textual reference, 
in any actual area to be found in this world, let alone within fifty miles 
of Newton Abbot? When Shakespeare set down Fiute, Bottom and Snug 
in Athens, his first-nighters knew at once that their imaginations need 
travel but a few miles to reach the real locality. On the contrary Mr. 
Phillpotts Devon is more than any 250 miles from the Garrick Theatre. 
And so one can excuse the various versions of Devonian dialect selected 
by Mr. Barry Jackson's excellent actors. “The Runaways,” like the 
the author's previous plays, is full of good fun and of humour that must 
be putin more by the animal spirits and good kindly happiness at the 
command of the actors than from anything to be extracted from the script. 
Sam Livesey makes us really believe that there was something to 
laugh at in the somewhat aimless mystery wherewith he cast gloom 
and “ drefful” suspicion over Little Woodcote. Isabel Thornton plays as 
realistically as possible and wisely does not stress the supposed humour 
of the extent of her girth. Colin Keith-Johnston gives perhaps the 
most uniformly sound impersonation of rusticity of the whole cast. 
Throughout his erratic behaviour his sense of character never weakens. 
Indeed his is a fine piece of acting. His dialect matches his stance and 
vice-veisa. Ralph Richardson does well and would add conviction 
to his accent if he would refrain from making * Pasty” rhyme with 
“hasty.” H. O. Nicholson gives an easy version of the aged wiseacre, 
always a feature of ruralistic drama. If such plays as “ The Runaways” 
may not portray the eternal verities of the most English of counties, it is 
none the less a merry and freshening entertainment and such comedy 
conventions as it displays are much more welcome than the dreary froth 
and bubble type of supposed lightness that drags its way through all too 
modern plays. 


“The Song of Youth” continues its run at the Pavilion Theatre. 
Mr. J. Kessler’s production is one of the most successful on the Jewish 
stage. 

MUSIC. 

The Jacques Van Lier concert on Wednesday of last week opened 
with the Bach Sonata for violin and two ‘celli, and was played soundly 
if not with inspiration.

In Chopin's “ Introduction et Polonaise 
Brillante,” Miss Edith Walton and Mr. Van Lier achieved beautiful 
ensemble.

TWO STANDARDS. 

A great deal of comfort is thus to be derived from the reflection 
that the world is not always right in its jadgments and, indeed, is 
often wrong in its standards.
